As the settlements, which followed the landing at Plymouth, increased and spread, 
there was no organized military force for protection. There were only local volunteer 
companies and there was no joint action or centralized authori ty. Many of the settlers 
of Boston had been members in England, of the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London (organized in 1537) and it was natural that the military training they had 
received in that Company should lead them to form a similar organization in the new 
country. In 1637 the Company was formed for instruction in discipline and tactics. 
Governor Winthrop granted a Charter in March 1638, and on the first Monday in 
June following, an election of officers was held on Boston Common. Since that time, 
the Company has maintained the tradition of holding their annual elections on the 
Boston Common on the first Monday in June by casting their votes on the drumhead. 


Since 1746, the Headquarters of the Ancient’s had been located in Faneuil Hall - an 
historic citadel known to all Americans. 


In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum and Library, which is

Whereas divers gentlemen & others, out of their care of the publike weale & safety 
by the advancement of the military arte, & exrcise of armes, have desired licence 

of the Courte to joyne themselves in one company, & to have liberty to exercise 
themselves at such times as their occations will best permit & that such other 
liberties; & privledges might bee granted them at the Court shallk thinke meete for 
their better incuragement & furtherance in so usefull impliment, wch request of 
theirs being referred by the Court to vs of standing councell, wee have throught fitt 
upon serious consideration, & conference wth diverse of the principall of them, to set 
downe order hearin, as followeth. 


Imprimis, wee do order, that Robert Keayne, Nathaniell Duncan, Robert Sedgivick. 
Willi: Spencer, gentlemen, & such other as are already joyned wth them, & such 

as they shall from time to time take into their company shalbee called the Millitary 
Company of the Massachusetts. 


1. They, or the greater number of them, shall have liberty to choose their captaine, 
leittenant & all other officers, (their captaine & Ieiftenant to bee alwayes such as 
the Court or counsell shall alow of) & no officer to bee put upon them but of their 
owne choyce. 

2. The first Monday in every month is appointed for their meeting & exercise, & 
to the end they may not bee hindered from comeing together, wee do hereby 
order, that no other traineings in the particuler townes, nor other ordinary towne 
meetings, shalbee appointed on that day; & if that day pve unseasonable for 
exercise of their armes, then the sixth of the same weeke is appointed for supply: 
this not to extend to Salem, or the townes beyond, nor to Hingham, Weimoth, 
Dedham, nor Concord. 

3. They have liberty & power to make orders among themselves for the better 
maunaging of their millitary affaires, (weh orders are to bee of force when they 
shall bee alowed by the Court or counsell) & they may appoint an officer to levy 
any fines or forfeitures wch they impose upon any of their owne company, for the 
breach of any such order, so as the same exceed not twenty shillings for any one 
offence. 


4. The said millitary copany are to have one thousand acres of land in some such 
place as may not be piudiciall to any plantation, to bee granted by the Court to 
some of the said company, for the use of the pesent company, & such as shall 
succeede in the same, to bee improved by them wthin a time convenient for 
pviding or necessaries for their millitary exercises, & defraying of other charges 
whch may arise by occation thereof. 


5. The said company shall have liberty, at the times before appointed, to assemble 
themselves for their millitary exercises in any towne wthin this jurisdiction, at their 
owne pleasures. 


Provided, alwayes, that this order or grant or anything therein contained, shall not _ 
extend to free the said company, or any of them, their psons or estates, from the civill 
government & jurisdiction heare established.

We have Mr. John Winthrop, who’s the Director Senate of the signing of our original 
charter. Governor Winthrop, with us tonight. (Applause)

And we have a young lady that’s been a good friend to the company, Michelle, and she’s 
been very supportive of us every year.

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please rise. France was with us from 1778, and we have stood 
with Her on the green fields of France in two World Wars. We celebrate 232 years of 
Franco American friendship baptized in the blood of freed men and women. Viva la 
France.

ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING DOWNING: Responding to the Toast, the Consul General 
of France, Mr. Christophe Guilhou. Please be seated. 
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MR. GUILHOU: Good evening. First of all, I have to say how moved I am to be here 
tonight. I’ve been here just almost a year. I arrived late August, and among the first 
tasks that I was asked to do was your visit to France in October. So | got involved in the 
preparation of the visit at the very, very last stage and in others in September, and that’s 
where I discovered the AHAC, Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company. 


I was very proud to help them, even if it was at the very stage of the mission. I was very 
proud, because at that time, I took consciousness of how deep is the relationship of our 
two countries. 


I was very moved, because the relationship of our two countries go back to the history of 
this country. 


And I have to mention the contribution of Marquis de Lafayette. We celebrated 
Lafayette Day a few days ago with one of his grand, grand, grandsons who came to 
Boston especially for the celebration here in Massachusetts and in New Hampshire. It 
goes back, of course, to the first World War, the second World War. 


And I have to mention, as you know, that today is the following day after D-Day, and we 
have so many soldiers from the Company who gave their life for the freedom of France, 
and we will never forget that. 


And the last point of my introduction is just to say how deep that relationship is. As for 
example, today, our troops, French troops and American troops, are fighting together for 
the same values that soldiers of the Company fought for 65 years ago: freedom, rights, 
and the commitments of our two countries. 


So thank you very much. And they’re fighting in Afghanistan today for those values. 
Thank you very much for the invitation and have a nice banquet. Thank you. (Applause) 


(Presentation) 


COMMANDING CAPTAIN DOWNING: And last, I would like to present from the 
officers of the division of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I would like to 
present to you this Jefferson Cup, and I want to thank you personally for the hospitality 
shown to the Company on our last trip to Normandy. It was outstanding, and most of us 
can’t wait to get back there. Thank you very much. (Applause) 


As most of you know, we visited three countries on this year’s trip: France was the first 
country, and then we went to Belgium and Luxembourg. 


So at this time I would ask you to give your attention to the Adjutant. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please rise. We just turned the sound down a little bit. If you 
can’t hear, just let us know, and we’ll fix it. 


The beautiful country of Belgium was among our host countries this past October. We 
will always remember the love and beauty of Brussels and the Belgium countryside. 


To the seat of the European Union, to Belgium. 
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(Sth Regular Toast) 
ALL: Hear, hear. 


There’s no response to Belgium. We couldn't convince anybody to be here this evening. 
(Laughter) 


So we'll go right into the next Toast. This small, historic country is blessed with 
breathtaking beauty as well as significant history. 


We will always remember our visit to the battlefields and the cemetery where so many 
American soldiers lie forever young. To Luxembourg, may she always enjoy the serenity 
and peace that we experience. 


(6th Regular Toast) 
ALL: Hear, hear. 


There’s also no response to Luxembourg. Please take your seats. (Laughter) 


(Dinner resumes) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING DOWNING: If I could please have your attention. It 


is my pleasure at this time to introduce our guest speaker, Lieutenant General John F. 
Kelly. 


ALL: Hear, hear. (Applause) 


To make it special, Lieutenant General Kelly was born and raised in Boston, actually, 


Brighton, which is a pleasant surprise. He enlisted in the Marine Corps. in 1970, and he 
was actually discharged as a Sergeant in 1972. 


He then went to the University of Massachusetts. In 1976, he was commissioned and 
referred to the 2nd Marine Division, and he served as a Rifle and Weapons Platoon 
Commander, Company Executive Officer, Assistant Operations Officer, and Infantry 
Company Commander. At this time, General Kelly assumed the command of the Marine 
Forces Reserve and the Marine Forces North in October of 2009. Please give hima 
warm welcome, Lieutenant General John F. Kelly. (Applause) 


(Standing ovation) 


LIEUTENANT GENERAL KELLY: Thank you very much. Before I even start, I 


have to tell you that as we sat up here tonight, I found out that the Ancients are going to 
Turkey on their next trip. I have traveled there in my time in the Marine Corps. 


I’ve lost track of 140 different countries. | have been to Turkey many, many times, and 
I would offer to you, you will never, ever visit a place that the people are as warm as 
Turkish people are. The people of Turkey have been our closest allies, or among our 
closest allies, for something on the order of 60 years. You'll absolutely love the food. 
You'll love the shopping. You'll love the history. You'll love the culture. You’ll love 
everything about Turkey. I wish I was going with you. (Applause) 
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A lot of times people ask me when I get around if I come from a long tradition of 
military people in the Kelly family, and I kind of always have to laugh a little bit. 
because as the son of a postman and the son of a gentleman, my father, who also worked 
a second job for his entire life at the old Railway Express, | come from that side of the 
tracks, if you will. 


A couple of stories about the tradition, the military tradition: My Uncle Leo during 
World War II had a deferment. He was very happy -- because he was working for the _ 
railroad, he was very happy to keep that deferment, and it broke his heart to give it up in 
1943. And he went down to Boston, the same place my father had his physical and the 
same place I had my draft physical. 


And he was down there, and as he walked out, there was a Marine recruiter there in 
1943, and the recruiter says: “Look, Gentlemen” -- men or whatever you call them -- 
“you know, we're about to invade Europe. It’s coming soon. Of course, we all know 
what happened a year later in 1944. 


He said, “We're about to invade Europe, and we know that’s going to be a tough one. so 
you ought to join the Marines, because the war in the Pacific is not as hot.” So he did 
join the Marines, and it also speaks to the intellectual capabilities. (Laughter) 


He did go into the Marines, and he went into an outfit called the 4th Marine Division, 
and his first landing was Iwo Jima. 


Story about my dad before the war, a little earlier before the war started, he was in The 
First Peacetime Draft ever held in the United States in 1940. 


He grew up on Turner Street in Brighton, and he was assigned duty at the old Camp 
Edwards down in Cape Cod, and he went home on furloughs. He would call it, on 
weekend pass, and on Sunday, he got on the train, and somewhere between probably 
South Station and down where Camp Edwards was, a relatively large event happened. 


When he got to the barracks at Camp Edwards, of course, all of his buddies crowded 
around the radio and were listening to the reports about the bombing in Pearl Harbor. 
and like every American, he was glued to the radio for as long as it seemed appropriate, 
or as long as he could get anything out of it. 


And then he went to his Ist Sergeant, apparently from Mississippi or Alabama or some 
other planet, and to show you the dedication of my father and how military he was in 
his thinking, he went to the Ist Sergeant and he said, “This attack in Pearl Harbor, this 
doesn’t screw up my discharge, does it?” (Laughter) 


But it was the first time he ever heard the word, “duration.” And shortly after that, 
my father went overseas, and he was there for almost five years with the United States 
Army. He went in as a Private and got out as PFC. (Laughter) So that’s the Kelly story. 


But in any event, I know I don’t have to say or talk much about the words like 
“patriotism” and “honor” and “commitment” to a crowd like this. 


It’s pretty obvious that you know what that’s all about, and whether you have ever served 
in the military or not, you know that those are the words that drive our soldiers into the 
Marines and Coast Guard every day, and those are the words in their hearts tonight in 
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the hundreds of thousands that protect us far, far away from home, from shifts at sea, 
and in Iraq and Afghanistan and Europe, all over the world. Again, in many, many 


things that I speak at, | have to remind people or tell people what those words mean, but 
here, I certainly don’t. 


Back in 2004, at the beginning of my second tour in Iraq, | had a tough day. It was 

a Friday afternoon, 20th of April. In the small command group, | traveled with four 
people and 16 Marines, caught in a very, very bad ambush one day, just approaching 
3:00 in the afternoon, and | had just kind of thought that in my experience as a young 
man growing up in Brighton, this was the period of time, of course, you kept silent for 
the agony of Christ, and I just had that thought, and then all hell broke loose. 


Long story short. 16 Marines, one killed, nine wounded. But one of the young men that 


got killed was a young man named Chance Phelps. Chance Phelps was from a very, very 
small town in Wyoming. 


The boy was from Wyoming. And I had just told Chance, Lance Corporal Phelps, to do 
something, to go around the side of a large pile of dirt. and I was on the other side. A 
long story short, he got killed. 


And I was asked when I came home from Iraq after the second tour by the 
Commonwealth, General Connolly said, “Hey, HBO has just made a movie of this event 
called Taking Chance. They’re going to premier it in his town in Wyoming, and would 
you go up there and make some comments and be part of it?” 


So I went there, and the entire town was in the high school gym, all 600 of them, and 
they were all in cowboy hats and denim and that kind of thing. 


But his mother, Gretchen, who is very close friends with my wife and me and his family 
now, asked no matter what I did, if 1 would give those remarks again and to try to make 
people understand what this is all about and why her son died. So I will give those 
comments tonight, as I had many, many times. 


I'll open by telling you all that 2,120 days ago today, four airplanes took off from 
Logan Airport, and you all know that, filled with men and women and children, all of 
them innocent and all of them very, very close to their deaths. None of us will ever 
remember or ever forget where we were at that moment when we saw those airplanes fly 
into those skyscrapers in New York. Within the hour, 3,000 of our countrymen and the 


countrymen and women of 60 other nations were dead, and we learned shortly after that 
hundreds more would die. 


As a nation, we were scared like we hadn’t been scared for generations. Mothers 
embraced their children, not necessarily to give solace but to gain solace themselves. 
Strangers all across our country embraced for the same reason: to try and figure out 


what was going on and have some human contact, some assurance that the end of the 
world was not upon us. 


Some like myself, I called my father. He’s still alive, 93 years old, at the end of his 


life, and I asked him what to do. I was a Colonel at the time. 1 asked him what to do, 
because people of his generation had experiences like the ones before in December 1941. 
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Instantaneously, overnight the American patriotism surged. not as the cynics would say 


as the last refuge, but in the darkest of times, Americans understood that it’s country first; 


that America will always prevail and that strong men and women will always defend us. 


It was, however, on that day and after that day a very small segment of our society. that 
the rest of America stood in awe over 9/11 and every day since. The first, the New York 
City Firefighters and law enforcement, police. They ran to a destination that day, as they 
ran towards the danger and certain death, not away from it. They were doing what they 
had swore to do: to protect and serve, and they went to their deaths having remained 
faithful to that oath. 


Then there were America’s Armed Forces. 


Most in the ranks today came in after that day because of the terrible assault on our 
way of life by men who must be killed in an extreme, as I call it, ideology that must 

be destroyed. A plastic flag in their car window was not in response to terrorism. 
Their response to terrorism was joining the Armed Forces and getting in the fight. a 
commitment to protect the nation and swearing an oath to their God with their lives to 
protect. 


When future generations ask why America continues to be their land of the free and 
home of the brave, they can say because of people like me who stepped forward to 
protect people, millions and billions of people even, who will never know my name. 


As we come together to enjoy this wonderful evening, we should not lose sight of the 
fact that our country is at war, and there is a risk here that we have never faced before. 
Our enemy has come at us primarily and up to now from Europe and the Middle East 
but increasingly emerging from our own society. He fights for an ideology based on an 
irrational hatred of who we are. Make no mistake about that. We did not start this fight, 
and unfortunately, it will not end until the extremists understand that we, as a people, _ 
will never lose our faith or our courage. If they persist, these terrorists and extremists in 
nations that provide sanctuary, they must know they will be continue to be tracked down 
and captured or killed until they’re with the devil themselves. 


America has protected here at home and overseas now for nearly nine years, fought this 
enemy to a standstill, and never have they for a second wondered why. They know we 
know and are not afraid. Their struggle is your struggle. They laugh at those who claim 
to support them but not the cause that takes their innocence and even their lives. In 
democracy, their cause is your cause. 


We, as a nation, sent them away from heart and home to fight our enemies. To thank 
them for their service and not support the cause for which they fight America is 
surviving is irrational and insulting. 


Since the beginning, the American military has handed this ruthless enemy defeat after 
defeat, but it will go on for years, if not decades, before this curse to the world has been 
eradicated. We have done this by incessant pursuit day and night that Al-Qaeda, the 
Taliban, and their allies might slip into the land to await further opportunities to strike us. 


America’s warriors have never lost faith in their mission, have doubted the correctness 
of their cause. They face dangers every day that their countrymen, you, safe and 
comfortable this night, cannot begin to imagine.

They will bring home horrors that will confront them for the rest of their lives, but for 
us, for those of us in uniform, it’s worth it, and it’s worth it because of our communities, 
our families, and our cities are protected, and that most of our countrymen and women 
will never have to deal with the kind of visions, the kinds of experiences that this war, 
every war sears into the soul of those who fight it. 


But this has always been the case in every war our military has ever been sent to fight, 
not to build empires or enslave people, but to free those held in the grip of tyranny while 
at the same time protecting us here at home. 


Ladies and gentlemen, think about this: The only territory that’s been referenced earlier 
tonight, the only territory we as a nation have ever asked any country we have set free, 
of any country we have ever protected, is just a few hundred acres of land to bury our 
dead. It’s over 220,000 of our sons and daughters who lay rest around the world or are 
immortalized because their bodies have never been found because they’re at the bottoms 


of all of the oceans of the world or lost forever on unnamed battlefields. As a people, we 
can be proud of that. 


And we can also be proud that there are billions on earth and free today. These are their 
sons and daughters yet born who will enjoy the possibility, at least of freedom, and the 
possibility of prosperity because we sent our sons and our daughters. 


We are at war. You wouldn’t know it, because most of the successors today, the ones 
reported, if something does go sufficiently wrong, the media elite report it, and then 
the chatter room class of America, many women who have never been in the arena, the 


chattering class highlights all that was done wrong and all that could have been done 
better, but they don’t have a clue. 


We are at war, whether you like it or not. Our enemy is savage, and there is a single 
focus, and that is either to kill us here at home or to enslave us with a sick form of 


extremism that serves no God or purpose that decent men and women of any faith could 
ever understand. 


Boston is as much at risk as New York and Washington. Given the opportunity to do 

another 9/11, this entity would do it today, tomorrow, and every day thereafter. If they 
ever, ever acquire chemical and nuclear weapons or biological weapons, they will use 

these weapons of mass murder against us without a second thought. 


These murderers we fight killed more than 3,000 innocents on 9/I1. As horrible as that 
death toll was, consider for a moment that the monsters that organized those strikes 
against New York and Washington killed only 3,000, not because that was enough death 
to make their demented point, but only because they couldn’t figure out how to kill 
30,000 or 300,000 or 30 million of us. 


Also consider that our law enforcement intelligence professionals, our FBI, CIA, NSA, 
and every police department in America, they know he’s trying. He’s working every day 
to acquire the kind of capability that would make 9/11 look like child’s play. 


I think this extends to all of our Armed Forces: There’s no better friend and no worst 
enemy than the U.S. Marine. They always hope for the first, friendship, but are certainly 
more than ready for the rest. If its death they want, these extremists, it’s death they will 
get, and the American fighting men and women will show them the way to hell, if that’s 
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what will make them happy. (Applause) 
(Standing ovation) 


Because our America hasn’t been successfully attacked since 9/11, many forget because 
we want to forget and we want to move on. 


Americans dream and hope for peace, but we must be realistic. We acknowledge that 
hope is never an option or a course of action when survival is at stake. 


Others are less realistic or less committed or are working for their own agendas and look 
for ways to blame past presidents or some other ways to rationalize our way out of this 
war. The problem is our enemy, he won’t let us go. Regardless of how much we wish 
this nightmare will go away, our enemy will stay forever on the offensive until he hurts 
us so badly we surrender or until we kill him. 


This is not about our friendship with Israel or about territory or economic resources or 
jobs in the Middle East. If it was, it would be easy to defeat. It’s about our way of life. 
It’s about us as a people, about our freedom to worship any God in any way we want. 

It’s about the worth of every man and the worth of every woman and their equality has 
the eyes of God and the law of how we live our lives with our families inside the privacy 


of our own homes. It’s about the God-given rights of life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. 


As Americans, we believe these truths to be self-evident. He doesn’t. We love what we 
have. 


He despises who we are. Our positions can never be reconciled. He cannot be deterred, 
only defeated, compromised without a question. 


It is a fact that our country today is in a life-and-death struggle against an evil enemy, 
but America as a whole is certainly not at war. A generation ago, the birth of our 


defense fell on most of America. Every family or most families dreaded the late-night 
knock on the front door, 


Today only a small fraction of America has that fear, less than 1 percent. That | percent 
chose the burden of fear and sacrifice for all of us. Only a small segment of American 
society is in fear tonight, and it’s that small slice of America whose children fill the 
ranks of Army, Navy, Air Force, Coast Guard, and Marines. 


Like the 42 million Americans who have served the colors since the start of our republic 
here in Boston so long ago and the millions who have given their lives since then in the 
cause of their generation, they’re men and women of character who continue to believe 


in this country enough to put their lives and their limbs on the line without qualification 
and without thought of personal gain. 


The comforting news for all of us, for all of you who have decided, or many of us 
who have decided to watch in amazement from the sidelines of what these young — 
kids do, is they are as good today as any time in our history; as good as their heroic 
and underappreciated fathers and uncles who served in Vietnam or their uncles or 
grandfathers who served in Korea and World War II. They have the same steel on 
their backs, and they have made their own history etching names like Ramadi, Mosul 
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Baghdad, Fallujah. Crete. and Helmand province in Afghanistan into the stone tablets of 
our history. 


They are not the kind of citizens, these young men and women, who harbor attitude and 
entitlement or dependence on what their government should do for them. They have 


never asked what their country could do for them, but always with their lives ask what 
they can do for America. 


They're not the kind that breathe a sigh of relief knowing that their childhood has 
been extended now to age 26. While some might consider their generations forever 
dependent, they are real men and they are real women already making their own 


way of life and will remain self-reliant and involved in their community and their 
country for the rest of their lives. 


In my three tours in Iraq as an Infantry Officer and Commander General, | never saw 
one of them, soldier, sailor, or Marine, hesitate or do anything other than lead into the 


fire with no apparent fear of death or injury, that I could ever see, take the fight to our 
enemies. 


As anyone who has ever experienced combat, when it starts, when the explosions and 
traces are everywhere and the calls for the corpsmen and the medic are screamed from 
the mouth of young men who know they are dying, when seconds seem like hours, it all 
seems like it’s in fast motion and slow motion at the same time. and the only rational act 
for these young people is to get down and save themselves. They don’t. 


No one can call them cowards for cowering behind a wall or in a hole. They never do. It 
doesn’t matter if it’s an IUD, suicide bomber, mortar attacks, sniper, clearing an upstairs 
room in a building, or all at once. They talk swagger, and most importantly, they fight in 


the same way that America’s warriors have since the Revolution. They also know whose 


shoulders they stand on, Veterans, and they will never shame any Veteran of any service 
to their lives. 


We can take comfort in the fact that they are not born killers but a good and decent 
young men and women who for nearly ten years have performed remarkable acts of 
bravery and selflessness to a cause they have decided is bigger and more important than 
themselves. Only a few months ago, they were delivering newspapers and stocking your 
shelves in the local grocery stores, serving Mass at Sunday, playing hockey on local ice. 


Like my own two sons, who are Marines and have fought in this war, like my own two 
sons who have fought in this war, they drove their cars too fast and they played the God 
awful music of their generation, but have no doubt about it, they are the finest of this 
generation. Like those before them who wore this uniform, we owe them everything. 


We owe them our safety. We owe them our prosperity, and we owe them our freedom, 
and we owe them our lives. 


Any one of them could have done something more self-serving with their futures, as a 
vast majority of their age group did after high school or college, but you should note, 
they chose to serve knowing full well that a very brutal war was in their future. They 


did not avoid the most very basic and cherished responsibility as a citizen, the defense of 
their country. They welcomed it. 
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They’re the very best this country produced and put every one of us ahead of themselves. 


All are heroes simply stepping forward, and we, as a people, owe them a debt we can 
never fully repay: Their legacy -- and that’s all they really care about -- and their selfless 
valor, country we live in, the way we live our lives, and the freedoms we take for 
granted. 


Over 5,000 have died in the war, 8,000 if you account for those who died on 9/11. 120 
have died in this war from Massachusetts alone, most from neighborhoods and suburbs 
in and around Boston. 


They’re overwhelmingly working-class kids, the children of cops and firefighters, city 
and factory workers, school teachers and small business owners, some exceptions. They 
are all from salt-of-the-earth families but love country and service, the nation. 


Just yesterday, we lost two in Afghanistan. Two families who about 24 hours ago received 
a knock on their front door, a knock that would bring that family to their knees. Their 
mothers and fathers and brothers and sisters and wives, spouses, fiancees, are sitting right 
now in humble living rooms with casualty officers who are executing their very, very 
sacred duty. These families will deal with these losses for the rest of their lives. 


And thousands more, of course, have suffered wounds since it all started. Like anyone, 
ladies and gentlemen, who loses a life or a limb while serving this great nation and its 
communities, including our firefighters and police officers who on 9/11 were the first 
casualties of this war, they are not victims because they know what they were about. 
They knew what they were doing, and they were doing what they wanted to do. 


Chattering class, those who doubt America’s intentions and make them and their 
families out to be victims, they’re not victims. We who are serving and have served 
refuse sympathy. We who live in the dirt and the sweat and struggle of the arena are 
Not victims, and we will have none of that. Those with less of a sense of service to the 
Nation or their communities will never understand when men and women of character 
Step forward and look danger and adversity straight in the eye, even to their deaths. 


The protected cam 


: p begin to understand the price so they and their families can sleep 
safe 


at night. They are not victims but are warriors. They are your warriors. They are 
warriors and never victims, regardless of how or where they fall. 


Death or fear of death has no power over them. Their paths are paved by sacrifices; 
sacrifices they gladly make for you. They prove themselves every day on the field of 
battle for you. They fight in every corner of the globe tonight for you. They live to 


fight for you, and they never rest, because there’s always another battle to be won in the 
defense of America and the defense of liberty. 


I'll leave you with a quick story about two of them, about the quality of the kind of 
young men and young women that serve tonight as our protectors and the kind of 


dedication they bring to our country while they’re in uniform and certainly for the rest 
of their lives as Veterans. 


Two years ago, when I was Commander of all U.S. forces in the Anbar province of Iraq, 
I had 30,000 soldiers, sailors, Marines, and airmen under my command, and fortunately, 
I had no Coast Guardsmen, too far from the ocean, and for a Marine, believe me, that 
makes me a little bit nervous. 
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We were in the Sunni heartland. a place that theoretically is never going to be made 
peaceful. It was the 22nd of April. 2008, and two Marine battalions were switching 
out. The Ist Battalion. 9th Marines, the walking dead, were switching out with the 2nd 
Battalion, 8th Marines in Ramadi. 


One Battalion was closing the days of their deployment home and the other just starting 
a seven-month tour. Two Marines, Corporal Jonathan Yale and Lance Corporal Jordan 
Haerter, the first 22 and the second 19 years old: one each from each Battalion. 


They were assuming a watch together at an entrance gate of an outpost that contained a 
makeshift barracks housing 50 Marines. The same broken-down building also housed 
100 Iraqi policemen, and also, my men must fight against terrorism and up just a few 


months before this event was owned by Al-Qaeda and was the most dangerous place on 
earth. 


Yale was dirt poor and a Veteran at 22. He was a dirt poor, mixed-race kid from 
Virginia. He had a pregnant wife and a mother and a sister who lived with him, and he 
supported them as well. He did this on a yearly salary of $23,000. 


Haerter, on the other hand, was a middle class white kid from Long Island. He had less 
than a week in the country. They were both from completely different worlds. If they 
had not joined the Marines, they wouldn’t have even known that each other existed or 
that multiple Americans exist simultaneously depending on their race, their education 
level, and their socioeconomic class. 


But they were Marines, and they were combat Marines forced in the same crucible, and 


because of this bond, they were brothers, as close or closer than if they had been bonded 
by the same woman. 


The mission orders they had received from the Sergeant, I’m sure it had something to 
do with Al-Qaeda clowns, “Stand post and let no unauthorized personnel or vehicles get 
by.” Rest assured, the two of them rolled their eyes and said with a little bit of contempt, 
said something like, “Yeah, Sergeant, got it.” cute with just enough attitude to make 


a point that, “No kidding, Sweetheart. We know what we're doing.” Of course, they 
would have never said that to a Sergeant. 


They then relieved the other two Marines at watch and stood their post at the entrant 
control point in the Sophia district of Ramadi in the Anbar province. A few minutes 
later, a very large blue truck turned down the alleyway. The alleyway was about 60 or 
70 yards long. It sped, this truck, through the serpentine of concrete jersey walls. 


The truck stopped just short of where the two men were posted and detonated, killing 
them both catastrophically. 


24 brick masonry houses were damaged and destroyed because of the blast, a nearby 


mosque collapsed. The truck’s engine came to rest 200 yards away knocking a house 
down before its done. 


Our explosive experts told me that they reckon the blast was made by over 2,000 pounds 
of explosives. 
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Two died, Haerter and Yale, and because these two young infantrymen didn’t have it 
in their DNA to run and seek shelter, they saved 150 of their Iraqi and their American 
brothers. 


When I read the situation report when we first came in, it struck me that something 

was different about this particular event, something that in my two previous tours that I 
had not seen before, a level of bravery I thought that was exceptional. Expect Marines. 
regardless of rank, standing their ground to do their duty even unto their death. That’s 

an expectation, if that’s what the mission requires. 


The Commander, I had called him and asked him about it. He had just returned from 
the site, and he said that there was something different about this, and he said what he 
was getting from the Iraqi Police -- there were no American witnesses -- what they got 
from the Iraqi Police indicated a very, very high level of bravery. 


My sense was, and he agreed, that the only way we’re going to be able to recognize 
these two young fellows was for me to go down there, because it does require two 
eyewitness accounts, and J didn’t think the bureaucrats in Washington would ever buy 
the eyewitness accounts of Iraqis. 


So I went down there to gather the information myself. I didn’t think there was any 
chance to recognize them unless I put my name to the recommendation and having been 
down there and walked the terrain and talked to the Iraqis. 


So I traveled down there the next day and spoke individually to a half a dozen Iraqi 
Police who saw the whole thing. They told me the blue truck turned down the alley and 
immediately sped up as it made its way through the serpentine. They all said they knew 
immediately what was going on as soon as the two Marines opened fire. 


The Iraqi Police then related that some of them also fired and then ran to safety just prior 
to the explosion. All survived. Many were injured, some seriously. One of the Iraqis 


elaborated with tears welling up said that the Iraqis, himself included, had run like any 
normal man would have run to save his life. 


What he didn’t know until then, he said, and what he learned that very instant, was that 
Marines, Marine Americans, are not normal. Choking past emotion, he said, “Sir, in the 


name of God, no sane man would have stood there and had done what they did. No sane 
man would have done what they did. They saved us all.” 


What I have done over time and learned subsequent to writing them up for Navy 
Crosses was that much of what I’m describing to you right now was caught on security 
camera. It was additionally damaged in the blast. My Marines were able to reconstruct 


it electronically. God knows I can’t sign on toa computer, let alone figure out how they 
did it, but they did it. 


And you can watch this event, and what you see in the recording is exactly six seconds 
long, from when the truck entered the alley until it detonated. You can actually watch 
the last six seconds of their lives. Putting myself in their heads as I watched this film 
over and over and over again, I figured it took about a second for the two of them, once 
the truck came into view, to decide probably independently what was going on, what 
they had to do, exactly no time to talk it over amongst themselves, certainly no time call 
a Sergeant and say, “What should we do?” 
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I suspect they both thought of what the Sergeant told them to do, and that was to let no 
unauthorized truck, vehicle, or person past their post. The two Marines, at that point, 
I think had about five seconds to live. It took maybe another two seconds for them to 

present their weapons, take aim, and open fire. 


By this time, the truck was halfway down the alley, gaining speed through the serpentine. 


The recording shows a number of Iraqi Police. some of whom had actually fired their 
weapons at the truck, now scattering, in the words of the Iraqi Policeman, “Like the 
normal and rational men they were.” 


Some running right past the Marines. Yale and Haerter had about two seconds left to 
live. For about two seconds, the recording then shows the Marines firing, the truck’s 
windshield exploding shards of glass as it came apart, and presumably, the rounds 
tearing into the body of the guy who was trying to kill them. 


Their friends, their brothers, Iraqis as well as Marines in the barracks, 150 of them or 
So, at that point probably had no idea that their lives hung in the balance; that their lives 
depended on two young Marines standing their ground. Had they known it, because two 


young Marines were assigned to stand their grounds, they would have known they were 
safe. 


The recording shows at this point the truck ran to a stop immediately in front of the two 

Marines, and in all of this, instantaneously, neither one of them hesitated. By all reports 
and what we can see in the film, they never stepped back. They never even began to step 
back. They never even shifted their weight. With their feet spread shoulder width apart, 


they leaned into the danger and firing as fast as they could. They had only at this point 
one second to live. 


The truck explodes. The camera goes blank. Two young men go to their God, six 
seconds, not enough time to think about their families, not enough time to think about 
their country or their flag or about their lives or about their deaths or about their families 
or about their unborn daughter, but more than enough time for two very, very young men 
to do their duty. That is the kind of person tonight on watch all over the world for you. 


I'll close and say it’s been my distinct honor to be here tonight to come home to Boston. 


Rest assured, ladies and gentlemen, our America, this experiment in democracy started 
right here over two centuries ago, will forever remain the land of the free and the home 
of the brave so long as we never, ever run out of tough, young Americans who are 
willing to look beyond their own self-interests and comfortable lives and go into the 


darkest most dangerous of places on this earth to hunt down and kill those who do you 
harm. God bless America. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING DOWNING: Tonight it is my distinct privilege to present 
this to you. As most of us know, President Kennedy was one of our members, and on 


behalf of the Company, I would like to give this Kennedy Crest to you and say thank you 
very much for coming tonight. (Applause) 


(Presentation) 
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ADJUTANT RICHTER: Lieutenant Zarba, Service Honor, please. (Applause) 
(Dinner resumes) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING DOWNING: Please give your attention to the Adjutant. 
ADJUTANT RICHTER: Sorry to interrupt your dessert. Please rise.

BRIGADIER GENERAL SELLARS: Thank you, Captain. It’s a pleasure to be 

here this evening representing the over 8,000 soldiers in Massachusetts, particularly 

to recognize over 2,500 that are currently down at Camp Edwards completing their 
mobilization, and some will be deployed as early as this July, and to the 1,200 members 
of the Massachusetts National Guard, including the Ist Battalion, 101st Field Artillery 
Regiment who are currently serving in Afghanistan and Iraq. 


I bring to you their greetings but most especially want to thank you personally for your 
continued friendships and unwavering loyalty.

I say to Mike Downing and to the Company on behalf of the people of the 
State of New Hampshire, that I’m honored and privileged to be here today to share this 
honor of Mike Downing, your retiring Captain Commander. 


Mike, thank you for everything you have done for me and New Hampshire, and I’m 
honored, I am honored, to be your friend. Thank you. (Applause) 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING DOWNING: Senator D’Allesandro, on behalf of 
the officers and members of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, please accept this gift for coming down here and giving us your 
thoughts, and at least I'll be able to look at it when I pass by your office every day.

Before I go on with my prepared speech, I would like to say in brief, I concur with 
every word in which General Kelly said. The forces continue to support the American 


Nation and the Armed Forces, and as a member of the Artillery Company, I concur with 
General Kelly. 


Several members have already served in Afghanistan, and a number are also preparing 
at this moment to follow. As the Vice President of the Boston Association of The 
Honourable Artillery Company, I am here today because Simon Turner on 9/11 
unfortunately was in the Twin Towers, and all they have recovered of his remains is his 
credit card. Had Simon Turner not been killed, he would be standing here tonight, and 
I thank the members of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company for everything 
you did to support his widow. 

Second, and finally, | am very proud to say that Captain Calgary of the Scotland Guards 
who has served in Iraq, and unfortunately, his tribal was killed, is at this moment in 
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Afghanistan, and also his younger brother is a Platoon Commander in Afghanistan. | 
concur with everything that the General has said. (Applause) 


Returning to my prepared speech, it’s always very difficult speaking tonight when 
you're not at home, but some of you have been so delightful. In chronological order. 

last June Captain Commander Downing approached me and the Secretary of the Boston 
Association and suggested that we build upon the relationship of what we had. and he 
very kindly invited us to do what The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company do 
best, that is, to pay homage to those members of the American Armed Forces who have 
given their lives and are buried or their remains remain in foreign parts. 


We, therefore, had no hesitation and agreed to send a deputation to Normandy, and also 
Captain Downing very kindly suggested that he would like to take your Company, your 
Commonwealth’s Secretary, to pay homage to members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company, the British Forces, and also the Canadian Forces who did so much in Normandy. 


One week later, we heard news that once again The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company had been tremendously changed. I refer to Captain Basile Bickner. He 

was an outstanding member of the Honourable Artillery Company. If you go to our 
headquarters Army House, which you are all invited to if you are ever in London, you 
will find that there are remains of Basile. 


You go to the Drum Room and you go to the Social Center, and there is two or three ; 
pictures presented by Basile. You go to the Pike and the Musketeer’s Room, and there is 
a couple of more pictures and also a photograph of him with a Swiss guard. 


Basile would have been the Commanding Officer had he not decided to go to New 

York, which is America, and he then spent a tremendous amount of time fostering the 
relationship between the two companies, and that is why I’m proud to say that a number 
of us turned out today. I’m pleased to say I thought we marched quite well. 


Basile Bickner, who was, we all know, died at the time, was great and generous, and he 
did further that bond of friendship. It enabled us in the Honourable Artillery Company 
to hold a final lunch in the Regimented Silver there in the presence of the Vice Chief 
of the Defense Star, and I don’t know of any other major who’s ever been dined up by 


the Vice Chief of the Defense Star, and we had what some described as the Honourable 
Artillery Company at its best. 


Basile didn’t only stay for a couple of minutes. He stayed for two hours, and we said 
good-bye to him there, and had it not been for the generosity of you making him a 
member, he would have died without that dinner, and also, he said he was very proud to 
accept it, and I’m sure his widow, Sue, would have wanted me to thank you very much 
for your generosity. It is realized that it was a very generous offer. 


I think the last person to receive such an honor was the Duke of Great Britain 15 B.C., and 
as the Commanding Officer said, “A thousand kings you have also made for those who have 
a history of your Company, Edward the 7th, Edward the 8th, George the Sth, and George 
the 6th.” So a great, great honor and very much appreciated back at Armory House. 


We then had the privilege of going to Omaha Beach, and if anyone has got any reason to 
doubt the focus of your Company, | think the presence at that ceremony of the Chairman 
of the Chiefs of Staff, and also I was watching the Memorial Day concert, and Captain 
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Hudner showed what an important Company you are, and I’m sure for the members of 
the Honourable Artillery Company are very proud for what Captain Keene started. 


Two other points I wish to mention: Unfortunately, Iceland intervened, and we were very 
sad to see Captain Downing and his entourage unable to make it to our State Dinner, and 
hopefully on my return will be able to rectify it next year. 


Also, your members were noticed, but the Pikemen and Musketeers stand, have not been 
properly presented, so he asked his wife to deal with it, and last month, Queen attended 


with him, and I was very pleased to say two of your members did attend, and I hope they 
enjoyed themselves. 


Unfortunately, again, Captain Downing couldn't make it, and I hope next time we have 
one of these occasions that you can. Thank you very much, and we very much on behalf 
of all of the other people who came today thank you for your generosity. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING DOWNING: Thank you. On behalf of the officers and 
men of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I want to give you this Jefferson 
Cup. You have supported us, and we really appreciate it. Thank you very much.

Please give your attention to the Adjutant. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please rise. For 372 years, our grand old Company has 
stood for patriotism and service to community, the Commonwealth, and country. We 


remember this evening our members serving with their paramilitary units in Iraq and

We recognize those who have served in many other dangerous places in past years. We 
acknowledge those of our Company who have made their contributions in business, the 
learned professions, academia, and in the service of God. 


Over the centuries, members have always stood and stood up for what is right when 
things were difficult, and we trust we always will. 


Ladies and gentlemen, | give you The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING DOWNING: Please take your seats. Of the three other 


First Captain Commanders of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I'll be 
answering this Toast. 


Good evening. Captain Hudner, Lieutenant General Kelly, Lieutenant General Bowlds, 
distinguished head table guests, Consulates, members of the military, units of the 
Centennial Legion, family and friends, members of the HAC, my fellow Ancients, this 
evening we have gathered together to celebrate the end of one company year and the 
beginning of yet another. 
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We have survived and flourished for more than 372 years. This is the Company that 
witnessed our nation’s birth, saw Washington, Adams, Jefferson, and Lafayette. We 
have been honored to have eight men who are recipients, four American presidents, 
military and legislative, religious, academic, civic leaders as our members.

The Company along with our brothers from HAC traveled to the American Cemetery in 
Coleville-sur-Mer where we were met by Captain Mike Mullen, the Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs, who participated in a week-long ceremony honoring servicemen and women who 
paid the ultimate sacrifice for not only our freedom but also all of Europe. We then honored 
the members of the HAC who forever lie in the Commonwealth Cemetery in Bayeux. 


As with every trip, there are many firsts. 


This is the first time the American flag flew over Mount Saint-Michel since it was built 
in the 900s. 


We received a briefing that NATO participated in the lighting in the eternal flame of the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in Brussels and signed the book of the members. 
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We stood at Bason and looked out over the countryside trying to imagine how it was 
many years ago.

A} Lieutenant General John F. Kelly 
Commander, Marine Forces Reserve; and 
Commander, Marine Forces North 


Lieutenant General Kelly was born and raised in Boston, MA. He enlisted in the Marine 
Corps in 1970, and was discharged as a sergeant in 1972, after serving in an infantry 
company with the 2nd Marine Division, Camp Lejeune, NC. Following graduation from 
the University of Massachusetts in 1976, he was commissioned and returned to the 2nd 
Marine Division where he served as a rifle and weapons platoon commander, company 
executive officer, assistant operations officer, and infantry company commander. Sea 
duty in Mayport, FL, followed, at which time he served aboard aircraft carriers USS 
Forrestal and USS Independence. In 1980, then Captain Kelly, transferred to the U.S. 
Ammy’s Infantry Officer Advanced Course in Fort Benning, GA. After graduation, he 
was assigned to Headquarters Marine Corps, Washington, DC, serving there from 1981 
through 1984, as an assignment monitor. Captain Kelly returned to the 2nd Marine 
Division in 1984, to command arifle and weapons company. Promoted to the rank of 
Major in 1987, he served as the battalion’s operations officer. 


In 1987, Major Kelly transferred to the Basic School, Quantico, VA, serving first as 

the head of the Offensive Tactics Section, Tactics Group, and later assuming the duties 
of the Director of the Infantry Officer Course. After three years of instructing young 
officers, he attended the Marine Corps Command and Staff College, and the School for 
Advanced Warfare, both located at Quantico. Completing duty under instruction and 
selected for Lieutenant Colonel, he was assigned as Commanding Officer, Ist Light 
Armored Reconnaissance Battalion, Ist Marine Division, Camp Pendleton, CA. Holding 
this command position for two years, Lieutenant Colonel Kelly returned to the East Coast 
in 1994, to attend the National War College in Washington, DC. He graduated in 1995, 
and was selected to serve as the Commandant’s Liaison Officer to the U.S. House of 
Representatives, Capitol Hill, where he was promoted to the rank of Colonel. 


In 1999, Colonel Kelly transferred to joint duty and served as the Special Assistant to 

the Supreme Allied Commander, Europe, in Mons, Belgium. He returned to the United 
States in 2001, and was assigned to a third tour of duty at Camp Lejeune, now as the 
Assistant Chief of Staff G-3 with the 2nd Marine Division. In 2002, selected to the rank 
of Brigadier General, Colonel Kelly again served with the Ist Marine Division, this 

time as the Assistant Division Commander. Much of Brigadier General Kelly’s two- 

year assignment was spent deployed in Iraq. He then returned to Headquarters Marine 
Corps as the Legislative Assistant to the Commandant from 2004 to 2007. Promoted to 
major general, he returned to Camp Pendleton as the Commanding General, I Marine 
Expeditionary Force (Forward). The command deployed to Iraq in early 2008 for a year- 
long mission, replacing I] Marine Expeditionary Force (Forward) as Multinational Force- 
West in Al Anbar and western Ninewa provinces. 

He assumed command of Marine Forces Reserve and Marine Forces North in October 2009.

(Boston, MA — August 29, 2009) Hallowed Battlefield Soil to be disbursed in 
Historic Commemoration. 


Ona sunny Boston morning in August, a small group of men assembled on Bunker 
Hill in Charlestown for the gathering of battle-hallowed earth for transport to France by 
members of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. The Captain 
Commanding, Major Michael Downing broke ground and shoveled a small quantity of 
earth from Bunker Hill into a spent artillery canister. 


The soil, which was flown to France, was presented at the gravesite of the Marquis 
de Lafayette, a great friend of the United States who visited Bunker Hill in 1825, to honor 
his service in the American Revolution and to symbolize the historic bonds between 
France and the United States. 


Presiding at the graveside ceremony was Lt Frank Magaletta, of the Ancient & 
Honorable Artillery. In his remarks Lt Magaletta said, “The Marquis de La Fayette 
came to America in 1777 to fight for the cause of liberty and the rights of a free people 
to determine their own destiny. It was a cause at that time alien to men of his class. La 
Fayette risked his station, his fortune and his life for a noble cause. Our people owe hima 
debt that can really never be repaid other than to remember. On 17 June 1824 La Fayette 
was present in our home city of Boston, Massachusetts for the laying of a cornerstone 
to a monument commemorating the Battle of Bunker Hill, the first great battle of the 
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American Revolution. Today we deposit soil from that very battlefield here on the grave 
of La Fayette. This mingling of the battle consecrated soil of Massachusetts with the 
sacred soil of France symbolizes the never-ending bond between America and La Fayette 
and more importantly, the unbreakable bond of Franco-American friendship”. 


Also present at the ceremony were: Count Gilbert LaFayette and his wife, Madame 
Michele Vlahos of the Club Richlieu of Boston, representatives of the American Embassy 
and the French government 


The Company is visiting France on their annual trip as good will ambassadors for 
the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The visit will include 
tributes to fallen U.S. and Allied servicemen at Normandy and Bastogne. 


The Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company was Chartered by the Great and 
General Court of Massachusetts and Governor Winthrop in 1638 to train gentlemen as 
officers for the Massachusetts Militia, a role which the Company fulfilled until 1912. In 
addition the Company has served as a ceremonial unit for the Governor and the City of 
Boston; and as a patriotic, fraternal organization. The Company has been headquartered 
at Faneuil Hall since 1745. Today’s members include distinguished professionals, 
businessmen, clerics, serving and retired military officers, including two Medal of Honor 


recipients; also Presidents John F. Kennedy, Calvin Coolidge, James Monroe, and Chester

INTRODUCTION: 


Distinguished members of the Government of France, members of the Diplomatic 
Community, Distinguished members of the military, Reverend Clergy, veterans, members 
of this wonderful community and my fellow Ancients welcome to this ceremony to honor 
our brother, COL Robert Murphy, who has passed on to his eternal reward. 


REMARKS: 


¢ Inthe darkness of early morning June 6" 1944 Robert Murphy, a callow youth of 
17 years old, jumped from a U.S. Army Air Force transport plane and landed on the 
green grass of France, no longer a youth, but a soldier and a man. He was the first, 
or certainly among the first, of the Allied Soldiers embarking on a great crusade to 
liberate the Holy Ground of France from the tyranny of Nazi occupation. 


¢ Airborne Trooper, PVT Murphy and his colleagues in the 505" Parachute Infantry 
Regiment of the 82™ Airborne Division consolidated that early morning to block 
German counter attacks on the allied soldiers storming ashore on the invasion 
beaches. They went on to battle for the liberation of France and the other occupied 
countries of Western Europe. Through their skill, courage and tenacity Murphy and 
his brothers in arms fought on to victory. 


¢ After the war, Robert Murphy maintained his affiliation with the Army, becoming a 
reserve Officer rising to the rank of Colonel and retiring from a life time of service as 
an honorary Brigadier General. He used his government benefits to earn his college 
education and became an attorney. He married and raised a family. On 10 September 
1973 he was enrolled as a member of this Company, continuing his service to his 
City of Boston, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the United States of 
America. 


¢ In 1995 BG Murphy was awarded the Legion of Honor by the Government of France 
for his World War II service. 


¢ Bob Murphy wanted to make this trip, but the Lord called him home on 3 October 
2008 just about one year ago today. Today we remember our comrade with this 
plaque here on the Rue Robert Murphy to commemorate a life well lived. 


¢ Thank you and may God bless the enduring friendship of the United States of 
America and the French Republic.

WHEREAS: Colonel Robert M. Murphy, a son of Boston, born 7 July 1925 in this city, 
enlisted as a Private in the United States Army Infantry! October 1942, joining the ranks 
of the 505" Parachute Infantry Regiment of the 82™ Airborne Division. 

AND WHEREAS: Colonel Murphy distinguished himself in combat in the Sicily, Naples, 
Foggia, Normandy, Northern France and the Rhineland.

AND WHEREAS: COL Murphy, then an 18 year old Private was the first pathfinder 

of the 505" Parachute Infantry Regiment to jump into Sainte Mere Eglise in the early 
morning hours of D-Day, 6 June 1944 near a street that now bears his name Rue Robert 
Murphy. 

AND WHEREAS: COL Murphy returned from the war, remained in service in the United 
States Army Reserve, achieving the rank of Colonel and Honorary Brigadier General, 
resumed his education and became a member of the Massachusetts Bar, married and 
raised a family and built a successful law practice in the City of Boston. 

AND WHEREAS: The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts will 
be dedicating a memorial plaque at Sainte Mere Eglise in honor of their heroic late Senior 
Life Member at Rue Robert Murphy on Sunday 4 October 2009. We salute this patriot, 
citizen and soldier of Boston.

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CAPTAIN’S REMARKS AT U.S. CEMETERY NORMANDY 


Ladies and gentlemen, distinguished guests, members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London and my fellow members of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts I welcome you to this ceremony honoring our fellow 
Americans who lie here in this beautiful consecrated ground. We gather to honor the 
memory of men and women who gave everything for the liberation of France, indeed for 
the liberation of Europe from the tyranny of the Nazi evil. In this 65" anniversary year of 
the great crusade in Europe we gather to keep their memory alive. 


Some of you may ask who are these men of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts? What is this organization arrayed in these slightly 
different uniforms? This Company is an organized militia of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. We were chartered in 1638 and thereby are the third oldest chartered 
military organization in the Western Hemisphere. From the beginning, many of our 
members were concurrently members of other military organizations or veterans of 
other military organizations of all services. Our members served in every colonial 
war of Massachusetts, the American Revolution and in every conflict of the United 
States. Until 1912 our Company trained leaders for the militia units of Massachusetts. 
Subsequent to 1912 with the formation of the modern National Guard and the adoption 
of uniform federal standards of training, the Company relinquished its leader training 
mission and continues to serve the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as a ceremonial 
organization and as a patriotic, military fraternal organization. Perhaps most importantly 
the modern Company travels to international locations every year in the role of good will 
ambassadors for the City of Boston, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the United 


States of America. We honor the sacrifice of U.S. war dead and also the fallen heroes of 
our host countries. 


Many of our members are retired military officers and senior non-commissioned 
officers, many more are veterans of every branch of our armed services. All of our 
members are patriots, guardians at the watchtower, dedicated to preserving the traditions 
and the history of the United States, our city and our state. 


Over the years has counted among its member, eight Medal of Honor Recipients, one 
of whom, Retired Naval Captain Thomas Hudner, is with us today. Four U.S. presidents, 
including John F. Kennedy who enrolled in 1956, were members. With us today are two 
members who served in the liberation of France: LT Franklin Simon who was with 2™ 
Ranger BN at Pont du Hoc and LT Perry Sacco who served with the US Army’s 552™ 
Field Artillery BN throughout the liberation campaigns. 
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To this day we have members who are still serving officers and noncommissioned 
officers, men who have served in the Balkans, Iraq and Afghanistan wherever and 
whenever duty calls. Joining us today as an honored guest is our friend the Reverend 
Father Paul McCarty, also a veteran of the Crusade in Europe. 


The story of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and its membership 
is the history of Massachusetts for the whole is the sum of its parts. Military men, 
academics, politicians, learned professionals, clergy, business owners and executives; 
patriots all: this is our Grand Old Company and why we are here at Colleville this 
Sunday afternoon. 


Who we are is not so important as what we do this day here on this hallowed 
ground. All of us are gathered to bear witness to courage and sacrifice, to acknowledge 
the suffering and accomplishments of ordinary men who accomplished extraordinary 
things. These are the flower of American youth who, with their gallant allies breached the 
Atlantic Wall and embarked on a great crusade to liberate, not conquer Western Europe. 
Through their efforts the scourge of the Nazi evil was eradicated. These men died for the 
principles of freedom and self determination; for basic human decency. They embodied 
the ideal that some things, some causes, some ideals are larger than life itself. Today 
they rest in peace, forever young, in this American acreage nestled in the green fields of 
France. 


We will place a wreath this day to symbolize our homage to the brave and to make 
the statement that their sacrifice will never be forgotten. It the end really all a soldier can 
ask for is that someone will remember the sacrifice, that’s all, just remember the sacrifice; 
and so today we remember. We uphold our part of the bargain. May God rest their souls 
and we pray that one day we will make a world free from the obscenity of war. 


For those veterans of this great conflict who still walk among us, before the colors 


fade we say thank you for your service and your sacrifice. You spent your youth for our 
future.

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REMARKS FOR WREATH LAYING AT COMMONWEALTH CEMETERY 


Members of the Honourable Artillery Company, distinguished guests, members of 
the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company: Today we come to this beautiful place to 
pay homage to our gallant allies of World War II, men and women who stood the lonely 
vigil against the march of evil across the face of Europe, and who, on 6 June 1944 joined 
with our forces in an alliance of righteousness to liberate France and to conduct the great 
crusade for freedom that culminated in the unconditional surrender of the Axis menace. 


In the quest for victory many gallant soldiers of the British Commonwealth, 
including too many members of the Honourable Artillery Company died a soldier’s death 
and lie here, in peace, in this beautiful setting. If you will allow me J think the words of 
World War I poet Rupert Brooke speak to what is so appropriate this day: 


IF ISHOULD DIE 
by Rupert Brooke 


If I should die, think only this of me: 
That there’s some corner of a foreign field 
That is for ever England. There shall be 
In that rich earth a richer dust concealed; 

A dust whom England bore, shaped, made aware, 
Gave, once, her flowers to love, her ways to roam, 
A body of England’s, breathing English air, 
Washed by the rivers, blest by suns of home. 


And think, this heart, all evil shed away, 
A pulse in the eternal mind, no less 
Gives somewhere back the thoughts by England given; 
Her sights and sounds; dreams happy as her day; 
And laughter, learnt of friends; and gentleness, 
In hearts at peace, under an English heaven. 
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TOMB OF UNKNOWN SOLDIER 
BRUSSELS, BELGIUM 
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CAPTAIN COMMANDING BASTOGNE REMARKS 


Good morning (afternoon) ladies and gentlemen, distinguished guests, my fellow 
Ancients: 


Sixty-five years ago this coming December, in the brutally cold winter of 1944 the 
German Wermacht launched its final major counter offensive of WW II from the snowy 
winter mists of the Ardennes Forest. The German commanders were skilled, their soldiers 
were tough combat veterans, their plan was detailed and designed to thrust to the port 
of Antwerp, to divide Allied Forces and to position Germany for a negotiated armistice 
rather than an unconditional surrender. The plan was also desperate: dependent upon a 
strict time table, surprise, bad weather neutralizing allied air cover, the capture of Allied 
logistical stocks and quickly over-running inexperienced or battle-worn U.S. soldiers. 


As the armored forces and supporting infantry exploded from the forest the Germans 
gained ground quickly as U.S. troops fell back. Then the tide turned. Brave units of 
engineers, infantry and paratroopers regrouped, dug into the frozen ground in and around 
Bastogne and held on to their positions thereby upsetting the German timetable. The 101“ 
Airborne Division, commanded by MG Anthony McAuliffe surrounded and running low 
on ammunition and supplies was called upon to surrender. The response to the German 
commander was a resounding “Nuts!” 


100 miles to the south General George Patton, commanding Third U.S. Army, in 
contact with the Germans, accomplished a tactical miracle. He turned three divisions 
90 degrees from the enemy and drove north into the flank of the German penetration 
relieving Bastogne and the 101* Airborne. Then God weighed in on our side and the skies 


cleared. Allied airpower was brought to bear. The German counter offensive was defeated 
and the Germans had to withdraw to the homeland. 


Four more months of desperate combat would follow, but for all intents and purposes, 
the once powerful Wermacht of Nazi Germany was spent and victory with unconditional 
surrender was inevitable. 


Victory was achieved because of uncommon valor; because of brave men in small 
units, rocked back on their heels, regaining their balance and slugging it out with a 
desperate and determined enemy. Victory was achieved because of a stubborn Airborne 
commander with soldiers brave enough and skilled enough to follow his leadership and 
holdout. Victory was achieved because of an audacious Army commander, daring enough 
to order the tactically impossible, break contact, turn and counter attack with troops 
determined enough to battle fatigue, weather AND a determined foe. Bastogne represents 
the best of American feats of arms in the great battles of WW II. 


Today we come to bear witness and to salute the brave men who fought here, the 
living and the dead. Their courage will live forever in the annals of military lore.

General Sir Timothy John Granville-Chapman GBE, KCB, ADC Gen (born 5 January 
1947) is a former Vice-Chief of the Defence Staff of the British Armed Forces. He 
presently holds the ceremonial position of Master Gunner, St James’s Park. 


Educated at Charterhouse and Christ’s College, Cambridge, Granville-Chapman 
was commissioned into the Royal Artillery in 1968. He went on to be an instructor at the 
Royal Military Academy Sandhurst and then took a staff job in Military Operations in the 
Ministry of Defence. Later he became Military Assistant to the Commander | (BR) Corps 
before being appointed commanding officer of Ist Regiment Royal Horse Artillery (IRHA) 
in Hohne, Germany. 


He was made the Chief of the General Staff's author for the first version of the British 
Military Doctrine and then went on to be Assistant Director in the Defence Policy Staff at 
the Ministry of Defence. 

He was made commander of an armoured brigade in Germany and then Director of 
Army Staff Duties. He became Assistant Chief of the General Staff in 1994. He became the 
first Commandant of the Joint Service Command and Staff College when he was appointed 
to that post on 28 June 1996. He was made Adjutant General in 2000, Commander-in- 
Chief, Land Command in 2003 and Vice-Chief of the Defence Staff in 2005. 


He was appointed Master Gunner, St James’s Park on 21 July 2008. 
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MAJ DOWNING’S REMARKS FOR FFDTD BANQUET AT BRUSSELS 


In keeping with the mission of our historic Company, what a magnificent trip this 
has been so far. We were privileged to visit the beaches of Normandy where Eisenhower's 
Great Crusade to liberate France and the other enslaved countries of Western Europe 
from the Nazi evil began in earnest.

We journeyed here to serve as ambassadors of good 
will from our country to the people of France, Belgium, and Luxembourg; indeed to all 
of our NATO allies. 


Patriotism, preservation of historical tradition and service to city, state and nation are 
at our core, 


What a thrill it is to visit Brussels, this exquisite capital city of Belgium, the political 
hub of the European Union and headquarters for NATO, the most successful alliance 
for the preservation of peace in modern history. Brussels maintains the qualities and 
romantic traditions of old Europe as well as the burgeoning optimism of the new Europe, 
a union of free states making great progress toward eliminating the old enmities which so 
often led to mistrust, discord and the tragedy of war. 


We are proud to honor the NATO alliance that stood firm throughout a Cold War to 
preserve the freedoms of Western European nations in the face of the now defunct Soviet 
hegemony. 


; We are proud to honor the NATO alliance that reached out to former adversaries 
with the offer to include them among the alliance, we are proud to honor NATO which 


seeks peaceful, harmonious relations with the new Russian state and works to dispel the 
old suspicions. 


We are proud to honor NATO as it seeks to pursue the Global War on Terror against 
the extremists who would place us all in jeopardy and who seem to have no goal other 
than the slaughter of innocents for the sake of their perverted ideology that has attempted 
to highjack one of the world’s great monotheistic religions. 


NATO is just as valid today as it was in 1947. The threats are so different, yet so 
much the same. We salute the diplomats who work tirelessly to preserve peace and we 
salute the armed forces of NATO who stand the lonely vigils and pay the price, in blood, 
for defending the idea of freedom, self determination and democratic government by and 
for the people they represent. 


Before we conclude this evening’s festivities let me also salute our comrades in the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London, the oldest regiment in the British Army.

Inclosing I thank our members and guests who chose to make this visit with the 
Company to pay tribute to those of our countrymen and allies who passed this way 
before. It is our duty to remain the guardians at the watchtower of history and to not 
allow the memory of our fathers and grandfathers and great grandfathers who fought for 
freedom on this continent to fade into obscurity. We owe it to their ghosts to preserve 
their legacy. If not us, then who? 


Thank you for your attention, good evening and God bless us all. 
Chaplain McCabe will now offer the benediction.

Brief History of the Luxembourg American Cemetery 


his cemetery was established on 29 December 1944 by the 609th Quartermaster 

Graves Registration Company of the U.S. Third Army under General George S. 
Patton, Jr.,as a temporary burial ground for soldiers killed in the fighting in the Ardennes 
hills north of here. Ten days earlier, Third Army units rapidly swung north from 
positions in Germany’s Saarland after Adolf Hitler launched his vast counter-offensive 
with half a million troops that broke through U.S. First Army lines in the Ardennes. 
Three of Patton’s divisions attacked the southern flank of the German penetration on 22 
December, a week before the first burials took place here. The fierce winter engagement 
came to be known as the Battle of the Bulge. 


As the fighting raged 30 miles to the north, a service detachment of the Third Army 
prepared the grounds in this forest glade and built simple wooden structures and 
primitive dirt roads, while labor troops performed the burials. A staff of American and 
Luxembourg clerks were installed in the school building at nearby Hamm to handle 
records. 


Gen. Patton himself was buried here on Christmas Eve 1945, three days after he died 

in Heidelberg, Germany, as a result of a neck fracture suffered in a car accident. His 
original grave was in an area now designated as Plot F. 

During 1946, American labor troops aided by German prisoners of war built a chapel, 
an office building and other structures, and laid stone pathways among the 28 plots of 
graves then in existence, which contained the remains of 8,412 soldiers. That same year, 
the American Graves Registration Command (AGRC), which had taken over the task of 
developing and maintaining the U.S. military burial grounds in Europe after the war, 
appointed Mr. (Col.) R. Warren Davis as the first superintendent of the Luxembourg 
American Cemetery. Under Mr. Davis, a local labor crew came into being, which also 
maintained the nearby German military burial ground. 

Over 200,000 people visited the American cemetery in 1946, and virtually all of them 
went to see Gen. Patton’s grave. It was then decided to move his remains to a more 
convenient location at the top of the burial plots. The move was completed during March 
1947, and the general’s grave was not touched by the subsequent reconstruction of the 
cemetery according to a new design. 


In March 1948, the cemetery was closed to visitors and screened with tarpaulins around 
its entire perimeter, and 250 local laborers were hired to perform the exhumations of all 
remains in preparation for casketing and the repatriation of those whose families had 
chosen to rebury them in the United States. Over the next year and a half the cemetery 
was completely rebuilt. All the remains were prepared by morticians after final positive 
identification and were laid in 500-pound, bronze-finished coffins. About 5,050 of the 
dead were then trucked to Antwerp for shipping to the United States. The others were 
buried in trenches shaped in concentric arcs according to the new design of the cemetery. 
An additional 1,700 American dead were brought here for reburial from the temporary 
cemeteries of Grand Failly near Longuyon in France and Foy near Bastogne in Belgium, 
bringing the total to 5,076. All but 101 of an original number of 267 unknown soldiers 
were positively identified at this time. Among those buried here, there are 118 soldiers 
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of the Jewish faith, whose headstones are in the shape of a Star of David, 22 pairs of 
brothers and one pair of close friends buried side by side at the request of their families, 
and one woman, an Army nurse. 


The American Battle Monuments Commission (ABMC), an agency of the Executive 
Branch of the U.S. Government founded by an Act of Congress in 1923, took over 
control of the Luxembourg American Cemetery from the AGRC in December 1949. 
The cemetery was reopened to visitors but development of the grounds continued and 
new plans were made for the construction of the present terrace area, chapel, visitors 
building, entrance gates, and the asphalted pathways with the pools. 


General George C. Marshall was chairman of ABMC at the time. In Luxembourg, Mr. 
Davis continued as superintendent of the American cemetery under ABMC. A treaty 

was signed on 20 March 1951 by Madame Perle Mesta, U.S. Minister to Luxembourg, 
and Luxembourg Foreign Minister Joseph Bech, giving the United States Government the 
perpetual right to use the 50.5 acres of land taken up by the cemetery. The Luxembourg 
Government had offered outright title to the land but this would have raised a problem of 
extraterritoriality, which the United States considered undesirable. 


All of the present structures of the cemetery were built during the 1950s based on plans 
prepared by architects Keally and Patterson of New York and several other American 
firms. During this time, the original wooden markers on the graves were replaced by 
new, white marble headstones from the Lasa quarry in the Dolomites Mountains of 
northeastern Italy. These headstones were cemented onto concrete beams that run for 
more than six miles under the manicured lawn of the grave plots. 


Two large pylons were erected on either side of the terrace, bearing battle maps on the 
inside faces and the names of 371 missing soldiers on the outside faces. Ten of those 
names have since been marked with asterisks or rosettes to show that the remains of 
those soldiers were later found. 


The completed grounds and Memorial were dedicated on 4 July 1960 in a ceremony 
attended by the late Grand-Duchess Charlotte and her consort, Prince Felix of 
Luxembourg. On this occasion, President Dwight D. Eisenhower issued a message 
Stating in part: “On this anniversary of America’s Independence Day, I join you in paying 
proud tribute to the men who sleep in the Luxembourg cemetery, our comrades-in-arms 
in the crusade against tyranny. These died that people might live in freedom and peace. 
Now they rest forever in the soil of the friendly country which so many of them helped to 
free from the invader.” 


In the decades since the dedication of the Luxembourg American Cemetery and 
Memorial many distinguished visitors have been received, including all members of the 
Luxembourg royal family, and two vice presidents of the United States who later became 
president: Lyndon B. Johnson in 1963 and George H.W. Bush in 1984. 


More than 70,000 people visited the cemetery in 2007, including over 30,000 Americans. 


At present, the permanent cemetery staff consists of two Americans and 10 local national 
employees.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING REMARKS 
AT AMERICAN CEMETERY, LUXEMBOURG 


Good afternoon ladies and gentlemen, distinguished guests, and fellow members of 
the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts: 


It is a significant honor to visit this consecrated ground, a small piece of America, 
here in the beautiful countryside of Luxembourg to pay tribute to the American soldiers 
who fought and died here in Western Europe in the bitter winter campaign of 1944-1945 


and on into the spring of 1945 to liberate Luxembourg and the rest of Europe from the 
terrible scourge of Nazi tyranny. 


These soldiers were for the most part citizen soldiers, many from New England’s 
own, our own, 26" Yankee Infantry Division, called to arms to defend a way of life that 
respects the dignity of ordinary men and women and the democratic values so many of us 
take for granted. These soldiers were called upon to do battle with a skilled and relentless 
enemy. They were called upon to fight as liberators not as conquerors. They did their duty 
to their country, to their military organizations and to their comrades in arms. They died 
a soldier’s death far away from home and the lie here, forever young, in this consecrated 
ground. Today we are here to remember their sacrifice. In the final analysis this is all a 
soldier can ever really ask for: just that someone, as the years fade away, will remember 


their suffering and sacrifice. The remembering is a fitting tribute as we gaze oul upon 
over 5000 simple soldiers’ graves. 


We are also here to remember and pay homage to a great leader, an extraordinary 
soldier and general who died, not in battle as he would have wished, but after the guns 
fell silent. General George Smith Patton, Commanding General Third United States 
Army who lies at peace with the men he led into battle and to victory. General Patton was 
a renowned combat commander. He was mercurial, he was physically courageous, and he 
was extraordinarily skilled at the profession of arms. He earned a significant chapter in 
the annals of military history. Yet he too, lies here in a simple soldier’s grave because first 
and foremost he was a soldier. He did his duty. What better epitaph can a soldier ask for?

(DDG 10) during Operations Desert Shield and Desert Storm and the Aegis guided 
missile cruiser USS Cowpens (CG 63) during combat operations in the Persian Gulf. 


Ashore, Vice Adm. Sullivan has served in a variety of staff assignments including 
a previous tour on the Joint Staff in the Directorate for Operations. As a Flag Officer, 
he commanded U.S. Naval Forces, Korea, from September 1999 to September 2001. He 
was then assigned to the U.S. Pacific Command as Director for Strategy and Plans from 
September 2001 to June 2003. 


Vice Adm. Sullivan earned a masters degree in national security studies from 
Georgetown University in 1990 and a masters degree in national security strategy from 
the National War College in 1994.

A Report to The Court of Assistants of The Honourable Artillery Company on the 
visit of the Boston Association to the D Day Beaches of Normandy and the Banquet of 
the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company (“AHAC’’) in Brussels- October 2009. 


The 301st Captain Commanding of the AHAC Major Michael Downing (a former US 
Army Parachute Officer) and now the Minority Party leader in the New Hampshire 
State Senate decided to take the AHAC to Normandy, Brussels and Luxembourg 

for their 372nd Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, and invited members of the HAC to 
participate in the Tour. 


Major Downing wished to ensure that the participation of the HAC would educate the 
newcomers to the AHAC as to the historical bonds that have existed between the two 
organizations from even before the grant of the Charter to the AHAC in 1638 and to 
renew and strengthen the friendship between the membership of the 2 Companies. He 
also wished to pay tribute to those who had participated in the Greatest Anglo-American 
military venture, the D Day Landings and subsequent battles in Normandy by ceremonies 
in the American and Commonwealth Cemeteries jointly with the HAC. 


As a result some 140 members of the AHAC including 3 US veterans of the Normandy 
Campaign came to Europe in October. 


After consultation with the AHAC arrangements were made by the Boston Association 
for some 20 HAC veteran members to travel and stay independently near the 
Commonwealth Landing Beaches, and for the AHAC, being a far larger party, to stay in 
more luxurious accommodation in Deauville. 


The Secretary of the Boston Association, David Tomkins (1 Squadron) having been ona 
Normandy Battlefield Tour in 2007, used his knowledge to arrange for the HAC to stay 
at the home of Lt. Colonel Michael Chilcott (RAOC retired) and his wife Rosemary. Lt. 
Colonel Chilcott was until his recent illness a leading tour guide for the D Day Landing 
and Normandy Battlefields. Their house the Manoir de Doyens, is well equipped with 

a substantial library and a large map room constructed by Michael Chilcott and Colin 
MacMillan (2 Coy 1967). Colin Macmillan kindly provided a considerable amount 

of information on the involvement of the HAC in Normandy with some splendid 
encapsulated maps and War diaries, which were extremely useful. The accommodation, 


though not luxurious, was very comfortable and perfectly suited for the nearby 
Commonwealth Cemetery in Bayeux. 


Rosemary Chilcott was the perfect hostess and worked tirelessly to ensure that our 
breakfasts, with porridge and fresh croissants were available at 0730 every morning. 


The following HAC members left Armoury House at 1000 hours on Friday 2nd 
October 2009. 


AT Maidment, JJA Cowdry, R Thornton, M J Daniel, H W Spicer, P E Oakden, 

A L Oakden, J K Horne, R E Iggulden, G Oram, G S Passmore, S Waters, 

R Barwick, J Shoesmith & I Elliott driven in two minibuses by D P Tomkins 
and E C Heathcote. 

They travelled to Portsmouth for the Brittany Ferry to Caen. 
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A J Hamilton had to cancel due to the deterioration of his wife’s illness and Assistant 
P Champness, whose father Lt. Col. Champness had commanded 86 (HAC) HAA 
Regiment RA on the Day Landing, had to withdraw owing to business commitments. 


J S Bassett who lives in the summer months in the Averyon met us at the Manoir de 
Doyen and Sandy Rogers attended on a daily basis. 


Saturday 3rd October 


We met the AHAC at 0930 at the Round Cinema Car Park, above Arromanches, and at 
1000 watched a French production using US Government Information film on the D Day 
Landings. The HAC subsequently visited the Musee du Debarquement at Arromanches 
and watched a film on the Mulberry Harbour and British Landings. 


The AHAC and HAC joined on Omaha Beach and then moved on to Grandcamp Les 
Bains for a very enjoyable lunch at The Hotel Duguesclin. 


After lunch we moved to the German Battery at Pointe du Hoc to the west of Omaha 
Beach whose cliffs were scaled by the US 2 Ranger Battalion. 


One of the three AHAC Normandy Veterans US Ranger Simons, was on his first return 
visit since he scaled the cliff face under enemy fire, some 65 years previously, and he was 
able to relate his experience to us and throw a bouquet of flowers over the cliffs in tribute 
to his fellow Rangers. 


The HAC then departed to the Commonwealth Cemetery in Bayeux to plan and rehearse 
the Parade there on Sunday, before dining in Bayeux. 


Sunday 4th October 


After breakfast the HAC embussed in Regimental Blazer/Tie and Brown Hat order 
for the La Fiere Bridge outside Ste. Mere Eglise, the scene of fierce fighting by US 82 
Airborne Division. 


We met with the Past Commanders and Officers of the AHAC, local military and civilian 
dignitaries and a bevy of local re enactors of the liberated French, the Liberated Ladies, 
being stylishly clothed in Fox Furs and seamed nylons, which reminded us of our youth. 
Wreaths were laid at the Memorial and at the Statue of “Iron Mike”, the original statue 
being at the Airborne Barracks in Fort Benning . 


On to the town of St. Mere Eglise the scene of the US 82 Airborne Drop, made famous 
in the film the Longest Day Private John Steele’s parachute being caught on the church 
tower and surviving the sniper fire. Legend also has it that Private Robert Murphy of 
Boston was the first American Parachutist to land on D Day, and this is recorded by the 
naming of the main street in front of the Church as Rue Robert Murphy. He later became 
a Colonel, qualified as a lawyer in Massachusetts, founding his own firm and became a 
member of the AHAC. We joined a parade where the AHAC dedicated a plaque on the 
side of the house in which Murphy had taken up position, and his son who now lives in 
Florida accompanied the AHAC on their tour and gave a short speech. 


After an hour long church parade we received diplomas from the Airborne Museum, and 
a packed lunch was provided and we moved on to the American Cemetery overlooking 
Omaha Beach. 
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The HAC formed up to the rear of the AHAC and marched through the Cemetery and 
formed the left flank to the main memorial. The wreath laying service was attended by 
Admiral Mike Mullen USN, the 17th and current Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
As CJCS Mullen is the highest ranking officer in the US armed forces. Admiral Mullen 
was in Normandy with his wife for a private 5 day tour of the Normandy Battlefields 
conducted by a British Brigadier, who was surprised to see his brother in law, Simon 
Waters on the parade. During the subsequent American “photo opportunity” for the 
AHAC with Admiral Mullen, his wife Deborah approached us as her parents came from 
Britain and the Commonwealth. Her protection officer was then sent to ensure that the 
Admiral met us. Photos were taken and we were each presented by the Admiral with his 
coin. Gordon Passmore particularly impressed Deborah Mullen as he had served in the 
Pacific under Admiral Halsey (“Mike’s hero”). 


After a tour of the cemetery and inspecting the graves, including those of the 19 soldiers 
from the town of Bedford, Virginia who died in the first wave of the assault of Omaha 
Beach, we left for the Bayeux Cemetery. 


At the Bayeux Cemetery the HAC formed up in front of the Central Cross, under the 
Command of J. Cowdry, Peter Oakden carried the Standard of the HAC Old Comrades 


Association, which had been kindly loaned to us for the Parade flanked by Gordon 
Passmore. 


The AHAC marched on led by Major Downing with the Colours of the United States, 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the City of Boston and the AHAC. 


Col. The Reverend Edward Mc Cabe, the AHAC padre and veteran of the conflicts in 
Bosnia, Iraq and Afghanistan, read the opening prayers. 


Gordon Passmore read Binyon’s Poem “They shall not grow old...” Frank Zorba, of the 
AHAC, a professional musician, gave an excellent rendition of the Last Post and Reveille, 
particularly as he had first seen the music that morning. 


J. Cowdry laid an HAC wreath of poppies and read “The Kohima Prayer” and “The HAC 
Regimental Collect” and gave Regimental Fire for those members of the Company who 
had made the supreme sacrifice and are buried here, or names recorded here. 


The HAC marched to the rear of the Cross and Major Downing, accompanied by the 


AHAC Adjutant Tom Richter, carried out their wreath laying ceremony witnessed by the 
HAC. 


There was a final joint dinner at the Novotel in Bayeux, at which an HAC Infantry 
Officers Sword inscribed 


“Presented By 
THE HAC LONDON TO THE AHAC BOSTON” 
“IN CELEBRATION OF THE 
300TH CAPTAIN 
JEROME V SWEENEY II” 


The sword was kindly donated by Robert Pooley, the Chairman of Pooley Sword Limited, 
as a result of the reception given to him and his wife, by the AHAC Executive Secretary, 
Brigadier General Emery Maddocks and the Curator Doc Mc Cauley at The Armory, 
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Faneuil Hall was handed over to Major Downing in the presence of his predecessor Capt. 
Jerome V Sweeney USMC (retired). 


Regimental Fire was given for H.M. The Duke of Normandy and the Normandy Veterans, 
which included Gordon Passmore, who had spent D Day on an aircraft carrier off the Port 
of Brest. 


The AHAC returned to Deauville. 


Monday 5th October 


The HAC were joined at breakfast by Major General (retired), Graham Hollands, (Late 
RA), who has a number of friends in the HAC. 


At 0900, the weather being inclement, we assembled in the Map Room at the Manoir for 
a 2 hour overview of the D Day Invasion by Major General Hollands. 


We departed in the rain to Bayeux Cemetery and planted British Legion Crosses on the 
graves of those HAC dead including Gunner H J Shaw who was attached to 13th HAC 
from 3rd RHA with which both The Major General and the Colonel Commandant have 
served. 


The tour then went to the Periers Ridge and the site of the massacre of 18/21 Canadians and 
on to the Pegasus Bridge, the Ranville Cemetery where Capt. CP Vivian 13th HAC RHA 
is buried, Hermanville Cemetery where at least 3 members are buried, ending at the Grand 
Bunker in Ouistreham overlooking Sword Beach and Le Havre which was used as an OP 
by 13th HAC RHA. Returning to the Manoir by 1830 in time for Dinner in Bayeux at 2000. 


Tuesday 6th October 


After breakfast Hollands took us to the German Batteries at Benouville, and Hillman 
(commanded by a Lt Steiner), St. Aubin-sur-Mer where the Canadian North Shore 
Regiment lost over 110 casualties, and Bernieres-sur-Mer both on Juno Beach, Gold 
Beach and back to Arromanches before inspecting one final Battery at Longues sur Mer 
and returning to the Manoir. 


Lt Col. Chilcott has been instrumental in the restoration of Hillman Battery and became 
friends with the by now Professor Steiner and was able to relate the difficulties that 
Steiner, an Austrian and his family had encountered during the war. Major General 
Hollands, having been severely tested by his group departed hopefully for a more 
relaxing group next day. 

Major General Hollands is appearing before the Court on the 20th October for admission 
as a member, and will hopefully find life with HAC less demanding. The HAC enjoyed 
his tour and learnt a great deal about the landings and the battles. 


Exhausted we retreated to Bayeux for Dinner.

N.H. senator leading D-Day, Battle of Bulge

SALEM, N.H. -- As New Hampshire’s District 22 Republican state Sen. Michael 
Downing left town Thursday for an historical two-week visit to western Europe, he put 


on a hat (literally) that most of his constituents in Pelham, Salem, Atkinson and Plaistow 


probably don’t know he wears. 


Downing, a Cold-War veteran of the U.S. Army’s 82nd Airborne Division, is the 2009- 
2010 “Captain Commanding” of the 371-year-old Ancient and Honorable Artillery 


Company of Massachusetts. Through Oct. 12, he is leading an AHAC-member delegation 


of 143 U.S. military veterans on a 10-day trip to France, Luxembourg and Belgium to 
commemorate the 65th anniversaries of both the D-day Invasion of Normandy (June 
1944), and the Battle of the Bulge (December, ‘44). 


“Forgive me for not being able to talk long, I’ve got some more phone calls to make 
to France,” Downing said on Wednesday, as he tended to the last-minute details of 
an extensive itinerary that he spent four years planning along with the Boston-based 
Artillery Company’s resident historian, Brigadier Gen. Emery Maddocks. 


Upon landing in France, Downing’s group was to be joined by 20 British military 
veterans for a series of events that include a ceremony in Normandy, wreath-laying 

in Belgium at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, meeting with generals from various 
countries at NATO headquarters, dining with foreign dignitaries and ambassadors, and a 
grand memorial observance at the large American cemetery in Luxembourg, where part 


of the Battle of the Bulge, the last major Nazi offensive against the Allies in World War 
II, was fought. 


Three members of the Downing-led Massachusetts delegation are World War II-Europe 


veterans. Those men were to receive special recognition from their French and Belgian 
hosts, according to Maddocks. 


“The medals and parades are very nice, but in the end, the greatest reward that any 
veteran can ask for is just that somebody remembers,” said Maddocks, who is the full- 


time caretaker of the Artillery Company’s museum on the fourth floor of Faneuil Hall in 
Boston. 


“We see ourselves as guardians at the watchtower of history and tradition,” said 
Maddocks. “Our core mission is to keep the memory of these historical military events 
alive, so people can remember the sacrifices made by our soldiers.” 


As the 301st member-elected commander of AHAC, the world’s third-oldest chartered 
military organization, Downing was the ideal person to lead this 65th anniversary 
delegation to two of World War Two’s greatest battles sites, according to Maddocks. 


“Mike Downing is very thorough, very military, and methodical, and totally committed 
to maintaining the traditions and histories of the United States and the commonwealth’s 
military organizations,” said Maddocks. 
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Downing said a highlight of the trip will be a ceremony in France honoring the life of 
82nd Airborne paratrooper Bob Murphy of Dennis, who died last October at 83. Murphy, 
a past commander of AHAC, is believed to have been the first American soldier to set 
foot in France on D-day. 


“Bob Murphy had really been looking forward to this trip, but cancer caught up with 
him,” said Maddocks.

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VETERANS DAY 2009 
MESSAGE FROM THE CAPTAIN 


In a time of war it goes without saying that Veteran’s Day observations take on a special 
meaning for all of us who have worn the uniform and all of us who have a special 
appreciation for family members and friends who have served or are serving. This is our 
special opportunity to remember the service and sacrifice of so many over the hundreds 
of years; service in peacetime and service in war. 


We remember the heroic, the stoic and the mind-numbing boring. It is all part of the same 
package of service to the nation, the state and the local interest. No democracy can long 
survive without the willingness of young men and women to put the greater good above 
their own special interests. Once a year we say a collective thank you for your service. 


This message to the Company would not be complete this Veteran’s Day 2009 without 

a special mention of the horrific events which occurred last Thursday afternoon at Fort 
Hood, Texas. A deranged Medical Corps officer opened fire at the processing center killing 
thirteen and wounding perhaps thirty-seven others, mostly his fellow soldiers. The soldiers 
were serving in what they thought was a safe environment, but the dark angel of death 
struck without warning. In spite of the chaos and violence our soldiers reacted as they 
most often do; trying to subdue the gunman, applying life saving skills learned in training 
to aid the wounded; evacuating buddies under fire and, of course, the follow-up services of 
medical personnel and chaplains, including our own Chaplain (COL) Ed McCabe. 


Military service is a lottery. You usually don’t get to pick where and what your mission 
will be. The very nature of the training can be grueling and dangerous. Duty in a combat 
zone speaks for itself. Air and sea service involve peculiar risks. For some, the mission 
may be walking a lonely sentry post at a remote, frozen wilderness station or sweltering 
on a tropic construction site. It is all honorable service and today we say thank you for 
that service; a special thanks to those currently in harm’s way. Our nation would not 
enjoy the blessings we sometimes take for granted without the service of all the men and 
women who have chosen to serve us all.

REMARKS, PLAISTOW, NH 
VETERAN’S DAY REMARKS. PLASTOW 


Good morning ladies and gentlemen; fellow veterans, patriots all who have chosen to 
come out on a Sunday morning to pay homage to those who have worn the uniform of our 
armed forces, and to those who wear it today across the breadth of the globe: in defense of 
America’s way of life, our national interests and for the rights of free people everywhere. 
Each year we, the people of the United States, set aside two days to honor the sacrifice of 
our military men and women. In May, we commemorate Memorial Day to honor those who 
have died in service. On the 11th of November we celebrate Veteran’s Day to honor all those 
who have worn the uniform and marched under the colors of the United States of America. 
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Veterans Day originated as “Armistice Day” to commemorate and celebrate the eleventh 
hour of the eleventh day of the eleventh month 1918 when the guns of World War I fell 
silent along the Western Front. President Woodrow Wilson proclaimed the first Armistice 
day on November 22, 1919 proclaiming “To us in American, the reflections of Armistice 
Day will be filled with solemn pride in the heroism of those who died in the country’s 
service and with gratitude for the victory, both because of the thing from which it has 
freed us and because of the opportunity it has given America to show her sympathy with 
peace and justice in the councils of the nations.” 


We inaugurated a national holiday “Armistice Day” by act of Congress in 1938 to 
celebrate the end of “the war to end all wars.” The world had never witnessed such 
unbridled slaughter and it was over, never to be repeated; we thought! 


Unfortunately we human beings never seem to learn. The horrible obscenity of war never 
ceases and rages to this day. No matter how hard we labor evil lurks in the shadows and 
the base emotions of greed, religious and racial bigotry, avarice and false national pride 
always gives vent to conflict. When evil is abroad, free peoples must remain vigilant 

and brave men and women must step forward to deter aggression or combat it. We keep 
producing veterans. On June 1, 1954 President Dwight D. Eisenhower signed legislation 
changing the name of the legal holiday from Armistice Day to Veteran’s Day. 


The veterans of the Great War whose armistice we celebrated are gone now. Today we 
honor the thinning ranks of the “Greatest Generation” who fought World War II, the 
aging heroes of the “Forgotten War” in Korea, the veterans of the steaming jungles of 
Vietnam and the desert sands of Kuwait and Iraq. We honor those who still fight and 
die in Iraq and the wastelands of Afghanistan. We also should pay homage to those who 
stood the lonely vigil throughout the forty-five years of “Cold War” eventually wearing 
down the resilience of the former Soviet Empire and its domination of Eastern Europe. 


Every veteran still serving , honorably discharged or retired from service to our 

country deserves our respect this day and every day, but especially Veteran’s Day. The 
government assigns the mission to be performed, the military man or woman performs 
the duty as assigned to the best of his or her ability. In war or peace, in battle or alone, 
bored, cold and wet on a sentry post over watching the Czech border; on North Atlantic 
Station in a destroyer, in an Aleutian Island Coast Guard Loran site, performing a 
precision drill at 8th & I in Washington, DC or on a mind numbing cargo flight halfway 


around the world, whatever the duty is or was the service was for the defense of the 
United States and our way of life. It should be honored. 


We, the citizens of the United States owe a debt to our veteran population. We need to 
proactively support the Veterans Administration System to insure that injured, sick and 
aging vets are not left to their own devices. We need to support programs that assist 
veterans with education and housing, with small business development and with job 


training. Since World War II our country has been very generous with veterans’ benefits 
for those who have earned them. We need to stay the course. 


To those of you who are veterans we hope you are proud of that fact. Proclaim your 
service. Be proud to wear your medals and the symbols of your branch of service at 
patriotic occasions. Show by example how to render honors to our flag and the national 


anthem. Welcome those young people who followed in your footsteps of service into the 
brethren of veterans. Stand tall! 
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There you have it. Wednesday the bands will play, the flags will fly; the trumpet will 
sound; the drum will beat a lonely tattoo; the salutes will be fired booming out over 

the American landscape. A few tears will be shed for absent friends. Perhaps the most 
important observation will be the occasional quiet and very personal handshake and 
“thank you for your service.” Our job is to just remember, just remember the service and 
sacrifice. 


Thank you all for coming here today. May God bless our State of New Hampshire and 
may God bless the United States of America.

24 August 2009 
FALL SHOOT 


Situation: The Company Annual Fall Shoot will be conducted Saturday 26 
September 2009 at the Braintree Rifle and Pistol Club (the Club). 


Mission: The Company will conduct range firing with the M-1 Rifle from 1000 
until 1300 unless otherwise directed. 


3. Commander’s Intent: It is my intent that Company personnel and invited 
guests have the opportunity to familiarize themselves, and compete, with the 
M-1 rifle in a marksmanship tradition dating from 1638 or earlier. Members 
should experience a memorable, enjoyable and safe shooting sport experience at 
this event. I expect every member and guest to pay strict attention to the policies 
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outlined in this order, to the safety procedures dictated by the Braintree Rifle 

& Pistol Club regulations and directives, and to the instructions issued by all 
range safety personnel. I expect all members to conduct themselves with all due 
attention to military bearing and discipline throughout our stay at the historic 
Braintree Rifle & Pistol Club and the Braintree Disabled American Veterans 
(DAV) Post adjacent to the Club. I also remind all members that we are guests 
of this private shooting club and our use of these facilities is a privilege not to be 
taken for granted. This should be a wonderful fraternal event for all participants. 
Concept of Operation: The Company will move to Braintree Rifle and Pistol 
Club via personal transportation, park in the designated parking areas then travel 
by foot or shuttle bus to the assigned ranges. At the ranges, the Company will 
conduct familiarization and competitive firing with the M-1 Rifle. Members 
wishing to fire privately owned pistols, small bore rifles and black powder 
weapons may do so on designated ranges under Club Range regulations and 
supervision. When range firing is completed, members and guests will retire from 
the range to the Braintree Disabled American Veterans (DAV) Post for lunch and 
an awards ceremony. Safety briefings and weapons familiarization will begin at 
0900 and firing orders will be assigned as members and guests are briefed. 
Execution: 


a. Courses to be fired: 


(1) M-1 Rifle: Two hand standing position, 50 Yards, 2 sighting rounds, 10 
rounds for record. 


(2) Scoring (by age bracket) 
(a) Category] 18-50 White Card 
(b) Category II 51-64 Blue Card 
(c) Category II] 65 + Pink Card 
(d) Category IV Guest Green Card 


(3) 9 MM Pistol: Standing position, one or two hand at 25 Feet, 2 Sighting 
rounds, 10 rounds for record. 


(4) Scoring (by membership category) 
(a) Category! AHAC member White Card 
(b) Category II Guest Green Card 


b. At the conclusion of range operations the Company will move to the 
Braintree DAV Post for lunch and the awards ceremony. 


c. Range operations should be concluded NLT 1430 Hrs. 


6. Coordinating Instructions: 


a. No privately owned vehicles (POV) will be driven to the range without the 
express direction of the Range Officer BG Francis LaBollita. Parking area is 
at the DAV Post on Liberty Street 100 Meters from the Club. 


b. No personnel under the age of 18 years will be authorized to participate in 
this event. 
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Firer registration will begin at the Braintree DAV Post at 0900. $20 Member 
Registration Fee is refundable when members sign in. Members who do 

not appear will forfeit their Registration Fee. Guest Fee is non refundable. 
Members and guests MUST report to the DAV before proceeding to the Range. 


Designated ranges are three (3) side-by-side outdoor ranges easy walking 
distance from the Club House. If required, an indoor range for pistol will be 
made available. 


Uniform: Casual civilian. Only range personnel will wear military BDU 
or ACU uniform. 


Range Personnel: Will meet at the parking area adjacent to Bldg A at 0830 
for briefing on the assigned Ranges. 


Members other than designated range detail will not be allowed access to 
the Club grounds before 0900. 


The Company will provide ear protection, but members are encouraged to 
bring their own if they so desire. 


Privately owned weapons are allowed, but you must have a valid 
Massachusetts permit to carry. 


Scoring ties will be decided by the highest number of each scoring ring 
counting from the bulls eye on down. The highest score will be with the highest 
number from the bullseye down. (equal score, but one has more X’s, more X’s 
win) In the case of a duplicated score the winner will be determined by a coin 
flip. If there is a first place tie the loser of the flip will wind second place. If 
there is a second place tie the loser of the flip will take third. If there is a third 
place tie the loser of the tie will get a thank you. Exceptional situations will be 
handled by exception. All decisions by the Ordinance Officer are final. NOTE: 
Pistol competition will award first and second place finishers only. 


6. Safety: 


a. 


Braintree Rifle and Pistol Club Range Regulations will be followed 
throughout the operation. 


At any time during range operations any individual observing an unsafe act 
may call for an immediate CEASE FIRE. 


All personnel will receive a thorough SAFETY BRIEFING before being 
allowed on the firing line. 


All individuals will wear hearing protection and eye protection, if so 
directed, when on the firing line. 


Range Officers-in-Charge (OIC) are the final authority on safety violations 
and may expel any individual committing an unsafe act. 


Due to the nature of this event the Company Range Officer has determined 
that ear & eye protection must be worn by personnel on the firing line. 


Designated range personnel will be trained on Club range operations and 


the M-1 rifle prior to the operation under the direction of the Range Officer 
BG LaBollita.

SITUATION: 15 February 2010 is the 125th commemoration of the participation 
of the A& HAC as Honorary Escort to the President of the United States, Chester A. 
Arthur, on the occasion of the dedication of the Washington Monument, Washington, 
D.C., on Saturday, the twenty-first day of February 1882. President Arthur was a 
member of the A& HAC, having been enrolled on 12 October 1882. 


MISSION: The commemorative reception and luncheon will be given at the Armory 
at 1300 Hours, Monday 15 February 2010. 


COMMANDER’S INTENT: The Presidents’ Day reception and luncheon are 
among the most enjoyable and important historic traditions of the Company. This

Thence the Company proceeded to its place in a grand procession. In Gen. 
Philip H. Sheridan’s orders, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 


was assigned as honorary escort to the President of the United States. The

extreme cold made the duty of the day very hard, “it being so cold that the with Vanilla Bean Sauce 

wind instruments were frozen.” The exercises at the monument having J J zs 

been concluded, the procession moved from the monument grounds through Premium Arabica Coffee, Decaffeinated 
Seventeenth Street to the new State, War, and Navy department buildings, Coffee and Assorted Teas 

and thence in front of the Executive Mansion, through Fifteenth Street to 

Pennsylvania Avenue. The procession was reviewed by the President from the Red and White Wines 


platform in front of the Capitol, and by Gen. Sheridan from the opposite side of 
the street. The Artillery Company, in their new overcoats, presented a very solid 
appearance, and were highly complimented when Gen. Sheridan said that “they 
appeared to better advantage than the regulars in their march by the reviewing 
stand.” The Artillery Company returned immediately to the hotel. 


For the excursion to Washington on 19 February 1882, the Company mustered 
170 men under the command of Captain Ezra J. Trull and was accompanied 

by the Salem Cadet Band. The First Lieutenant was LT Henry E. Smith, the 
Second Lieutenant Isaac D. Dana, Adjutant Edward E. Wells, First Sergeant of 
Infantry Lyman S. Hapgood and First Sergeant of Artillery Jacob Foster. Vincent 
Laforme was Paymaster, George H. Allen was Clerk and George P. May was 
Quartermaster. 


Unlike today, The Company in 1885 marched under arms: rifles with fixed 
bayonets. 


An interesting note: In 1885 the Company recruited 53 new members, including

LANTERN HANGING 


On Sunday April 8, 2010, 10 Members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
were present at the 235th anniversary Lantern hanging ceremony at the Old North 
Church, commemorating the starts of the rides of Paul Revere and Williams Dawes. 
These members proudly represented the company and the first unit to march into the 
church after the colors, carried by the Color Guard from the US Constitution. 


The service was conducted by Reverend Stephen Ayres, vicar of the church. He made 
introductions of those VIP’s representing the church and various foundations supporting 
the church. Anthems followed and then a reading of Paul Revere’s ride, written by 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. The key note speaker was Paul LaCamera, of National 
Public Radio. He started the address by repeating a story he had been told about giving a 
Speech, in short, the advise was know when to stop. About 40 minutes later he must have 
thought the time was right.... His address focused on the media in today’s society. We 
learned that Boston has 2 great newspapers, 2 good television stations and NPR. We also 


learned of the evils of Fox news, and the internet and how misinformation on the internet 
can get a candidate elected. 


His speech was followed by the singing of “God Bless America” and then the lighting 

of the two Lanterns. The lanterns were carried to the steeple by Tskegee Airman 
Sergeant Harvey Sanford, Army Air Force (Retired) and First Lieutenant Andrew Kinard, 
US Marine Corps (retired). Lieutenant Kinard is one of a twelve member team the 
“Achilles Freedom Team of Wounded Veterans” which would compete in the wheel chair 
or handcycle division of the Boston Marathon the next morning. He finished in 6" place 
with a time of 1 hour 51 minutes. 


The congregation stood and sung “America” and then “America the Beautiful”, then the 
service ended. The ancients exited the church to the sight of Paul Revere and William 
Dawes commencing their midnight ride. 
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Those present included the Captain Commanding, the 1* and 2™ Lieutenants, The 
Chief Of Staff, the Military Aid to the Governor, the Adjutant, the Captains 2 aides, 
the Secretary of the Permanent Fund, and Sgt Fazio. Sgt Fazio being an invited guest 
of the Captain Commanding in appreciation and recognition of his efforts and tireless 
dedication to the operation of the Museum during of curators absence due to illness.

FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 2009-2010 


During the year, the Committee met 11 times, the first meeting consisted of the election 
of Chairman and Secretary and setting the agenda for the year. 


Early in the year the Committee met with CC Downing to review proposed costs and 
establish pricing for the 372nd FFDTD. This was accomplished and details were 
published in August. 


In accordance with Company rules, the Committee retained Hall and Hall, CPAs to 
conduct the annual review of the Company’s financial records and trusts. The results of 
this review were presented to the Company at the 1] January 2010 meeting. 


The Committee reviewed and approved the budgets and expenses for the annual events as 
follows: Fall Shoot, Lieutenants’ Ball, Presidents Day, and June Day. 


At the 6 April 2009 Company meeting the 2009-2010 Company budget of $425,535. with 
regular assessment of $650. was published and approved by voice vote. 


During the year the Committee engaged in specific activities involving the retention of 
Vision Payroll to handle the payroll matters for the Company’s salaried employees. Also 
the Committee undertook an extensive review and reconciliation of the Annual Records 
accounts. The Committee also, with the cooperation of the Quartermaster, conducted an 
indepth examination of the precedures and financial accountability of the Quartermaster 
activities, This revealed an excellent and secure system of inventory, purchasing, and 
billing and collection procedures. 


While it was an economicaly challenging year, the Committee wishes to thank CC 
Downing, his staff as well as all elected and appointed officers for the dilegence 
demonstrated in the conduct of the Company’s financial matters. While there remains 
ongoing challenges for the Finance Committee, significant positive progress was made 

in terms of cost containment and revenue enhancement through a steadily increasing 
membership. This bodes well for the Company’s near term future and continued strength. 


The Committee again thanks the membership for its cooperation and for giving the 
Committee members the opportunity to serve the Company.

As of May 31, 2008 the total amount of funds managed by the committee was 
$2,626792.29, included in that value is the Rioux Gift Fund which as of the date 
amounted to$220,361.20. 


For the period ending May 31, 2009 the equity values of both fund accounts were 
severely reduced accordingly; Permanent Fund portfolio value was $1,883,807.65, 

the Rioux Gift Fund Portfolio Value was $150,336.01. Total value of both funds was 
$2,034,143.66. The equity value loss for that time period was 22.71%. for the permanent 
fund, and a 31.78 % for the Rioux gift fund. 


During this time period the financial and credit markets of the entire world suffered 
a severe recession. Most Equity and Bond positions suffered major portfolio losses 
averaging 40% during this time period. 
Our losses, although large, were better than the average mainly due to the diligence of 
our committee, meeting at least every 2 months with our financial advisors, Emerson 
Investment Management Inc., constantly reviewing with them our fund performances in 
view of the market chaos that we faced. 


Our permanent fund protocol has always been a conservative investment portfolio. 
The primary goal of providing the annual distributions to the Company held fast, and 
obviously was the best strategy to curtail our losses at a far lower percentage than most. 


We were proud to deliver a distribution of $97,217 to the company this year even with 
the background of such an adverse investment climate. On a further note, the Funds 
have continued to grow. The total amount of the Funds managed by the Trustees is $ 
2.234,145.94 (PF $2,056,644.59; Rioux Fund $177,501.35)(PF + $172,837; Rioux Fund 
+ $27,165).

Rules for Rendering Hand Salute of U.S. Flag & Playing of the National Anthem 


New Law Allows Retirees and Vets to Salute Flag 

Traditionally members of the nation’s veterans’ service organizations have rendered the 

hand-salute during the national anthem and at events involving the national flag only 

while wearing their organization’s official head-gear. The National Defense Authorization 
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Act of 2008 contained an amendment to allow un-uniformed service members, military 
retirees, and veterans to render a hand salute during the hoisting, lowering, or passing 
of the U.S. flag. A later amendment further authorized hand-salutes during the national 
anthem by veterans and out-of-uniform military personnel. This was included in the 
Defense Authorization Act of 2009, which President Bush signed on Oct. 14, 2008.

We always recommend for 
everyone traveling abroad to keep a copy of the U.S. passport in every piece of luggage. 
It isn’t as good as the original, but it sure can help when you have document difficulties. 
We live and learn. 


Wednesday I had the opportunity to represent the Company at the annual Life 
Members’ Luncheon of the National Guard Association of Massachusetts. Not only was 
it an opportunity to reinforce the bonds between the Company and the Massachusetts 
National Guard, but we learned a few things as well. CSM Young related his experiences 
on two tours of duty in Iraq. COL Schiavi gave a terrific orientation briefing on the 
organization and missions of the 102" Intelligence Wing, based at Otis ANG Base 

and MG Joseph Carter, the Adjutant General delivered remarks about the currently 
deployed Massachusetts Guardsmen and the scheduled deployments for this coming year 
of thousands more. Schiavi’s information was really enlightening. National Guard airmen 
here in Massachusetts are and will be conducting intelligence and offensive missions 
through drone aircraft.

Department of Facta Non Verba: President Chester A. Arthur, Honorary Member 
AHAC 


Oct. 5, 1829: Fairfield, Vt. — President Chester A. Arthur is born. While practicing law in 
New York City prior to the Civil War, Arthur was appointed as a brigade quartermaster of 
the city’s Guard units. 
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Once the war started, he quickly rose to become the Quartermaster General of New York, 
tasked with ensuring that New York soldiers had all the supplies they needed to prepare 
themselves to enter active duty in the Union Army. He inspected different garrisons and 
camps to see that the supplies, from clothing to tents, were adequate and available as 
needed. With New York contributing more than 100 regiments of infantry, plus cavalry 
and artillery units to the war effort, Arthur, who never saw combat, made sure tens of 
thousands of men were ready to fight. 


After the war, he was appointed by President Ulysses S. Grant as the collector of the Port 
of New York, responsible for import tariffs, the largest single source of revenue for the 
federal government. He was a strong supporter of the Republican Party and was elected 
vice president in 1880 when James Garfield became the 20" president. 


Just six months after taking office, Garfield was assassinated and Arthur became the 21* 
American president. He cleaned up much of the corruption known as the “spoils system” 
and signed the first general federal immigration law. He suffered from kidney problems 
and was not renominated to run again in 1884. He died in 1886.

Regardless of your personal status, consider passing this along to all veterans, families 
of veterans or individuals with veterans in their family. “Aid and Attendance” is an 
underutilized special monthly pension benefit offered by the Veterans Administration 
for veterans and surviving spouses who require in-home care or live in nursing homes. 
To qualify, a veteran (includes the surviving spouse) must have served at least 90 days 
of active military service, one day of which is during a period of war, and must be 
discharged under conditions other than dishonorable. The veteran’s benefit is $18,234 
annually (paid monthly) and increases to $21,615 if a veteran has one dependent. The 
surviving spouse alone is $11,715 annually. Local Veterans’ Agents may be of help as 
an information resource in this matter.

The National Personnel Records Center (NPRC) has provided the following 
website for veterans to gain access to their DD-214’s online: 
http://vetrecs.archives.gov/ 


This may be particularly helpful when a veteran needs a copy of his DD-214 for 
employment purposes. NPRC is working to make it easier for veterans with computers 
and Internet access to obtain copies of documents from their military files. Military 
veterans and the next of kin of deceased former military members may now use a new 
on-line military personnel records system to request documents. Other individuals 
with a need for documents must still complete the Standard Form 180, which can be 
downloaded from the on-line web site. Because the requester will be asked to supply 
all information essential for NPRC to process the request, delays that normally occur 
when NPRC has to ask veterans for additional information will be minimized. The 
new web-based application was designed to provide better service on these requests by 
eliminating the records centers mailroom and processing time.

Friday I had the opportunity to represent the Company at the annual meeting of 
Massachusetts Army National Guard Veterans’ Affiliate Groups. For those who may 

not be aware of this program, we, the AHAC, are aligned for historic reasons with the 
101* Regional Training Institute currently based at Camp Edwards. This year’s event 
was coordinated by two of our members: BG Francis LaBollita and BG Leonid 
Kondratiuk, Massachusetts National Guard Historian and Archivist at the Massachusetts 
National Guard Museum at Salisbury Street, Worcester. Company personnel attending 
included the above plus myself, BG Emery Maddocks, MG Joseph Carter, the 
Adjutant General; Col Stuart P. Tauber, PC; and Col Lawrence Willwerth. 


We received an excellent briefing from MG Carter on his mission and an excellent 
briefing from old friend BG Thomas Sellars, the Massachusetts Ground Forces 
Commander on the nitty-gritty state of the Guard as it stands today. One bit of 
information really hitting home is that over 3700 Massachusetts Guardsmen are 
scheduled to be deployed in the next 18 months, mostly to Afghanistan. Currently 60% 
of the force is combat veterans. BG Kondratiuk gave an overview of the Massachusetts 
Veterans record system now in place. If you entered service from Massachusetts, BG 
Kondratiuk’s office can access your record of federal and/ or state service. This can be 
quite helpful in determining awards you may be entitled to, researching units or dealing 
with other veteran’s record issues. 


Also present was State Command Sergeant Major David Costa, the Adjutant General's 
chief advisor on enlisted affairs. CSM Costa is a very experienced soldier of many years’ 
service (he and I were both assigned to the 172 Infantry Brigade at Ft. Richardson, 
Alaska back in 1970) and he is on top of morale issues, casualty reintegration and NCO 
development. 


COL Willwerth asked the Adjutant General to comment on the status of what many 
knew as the Massachusetts State Guard. Per MG Carter, the State Guard has not been 
disbanded. It is in the process of being reorganized to better reflect the needs of the 
National Guard and the Commonwealth in the 21 Century. MG Carter hopes to make 
a public announcement of the new force, probably to be termed the Massachusetts State 
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Defense Force (SDF), some time before the end of the year. The SDF will likely have 
the mission of augmenting special staff capabilities currently in place and other specific 
duties to fill requirements as identified by the Adjutant General. Initially the SDF will 
likely recruit prior military officers/ senior NCOs and personnel with very specific 
civilian skills to reflect the current needs of the Guard in Massachusetts. Look for a plan 
that is based on asset integration rather than a stand alone organization that was the WW 
Il and Cold War model. Budget was, is and will always be an issue. Stay tuned.

A NOTE ON UNIFORMS, OVERSEAS SERVICE BARS: Members are currently 
authorized to wear Army style overseas service bars, embroidered gold on black for 
AHAC uniforms, on the right sleeve of the parade Uniform. There has been some 
confusion about the wear of these bars. The overseas service bar is awarded for each 
six month’s service in an officially designated Combat Zone as in Vietnam, Iraq, 
and Afghanistan for example. The Company allows personnel of all services with the 
appropriate service history to wear such bars. Service in non-combat overseas stations 
does NOT qualify. For instance three years cold war duty in Germany does not qualify. 
Non Combat Zone overseas duty is recognized with other service specific decorations. 


If you have questions please bring them to any member of the Military Support 
Committee or the Executive Secretary. A copy of your DD214 will be most helpful 

in determining what appurtenances you are entitled to wear. This is a common 
misunderstanding with many of our non-Army service members. We are here to assist 
you in being correct, please don’t hesitate to ask if you don’t know for sure.

A Catholic chaplain who grew up in Milton was among the first at 
the Fort Hood shooting site.

FORT HOOD, Texas — 


For the Rev. Edward McCabe, Fort Hood is the latest posting in a pastoral career that 
began in 1968. 


The Rev. McCabe grew up in Milton and attended St. Agatha’s School, Boston College 
High and St. John’s Seminary in Brighton. His parents are deceased, and his brothers all 
live out of the area or out of state. 


He was a priest in the Boston archdiocese for 30 years, including 10 years at St. Mary of 
the Assumption in Hull. Since he left Hull he’s also been the chaplain for the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. 


He was also a priest at parishes in Wakefield, Revere and East Boston. He was chaplain at 
the state prison in Bridgewater from 1996-97, and has been an active-duty Army chaplain 
since then, in Sarajevo, Saudi Arabia and Kuwait as well as Iraq and Afghanistan. 


He joined the Army Reserve in the 1970s, shortly after he made a civilian visit to 
Vietnam, at the end of the war there. 


“When I saw the devastation (from the war), I had an inclination to be associated with the 
military,” he said. 


As a chaplain, he sees one of his duties as trying to keep young soldiers from falling into 
the isolation that can lead to depression and in extreme instances to suicide or shootings 
like the one at Fort Hood. 


“You’re part of a team giving comfort and strength,” he said. 


QUINCY — 


The Rey. Edward McCabe had just visited a wounded soldier at the Fort Hood base , 
hospital, a young man who was among the 38 injured in Thursday’s massacre along with 
13 who were shot dead. 


The Milton native, colonel and senior base chaplain has seen death before, during tours 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, but he’s never seen anything like the carnage the alleged shooter, 
Major Nidal Malik Hasan, left in the Soldier Readiness Facility at the Texas base. 


“There were pools of blood everywhere,” the Rev. McCabe said in a telephone interview 
after visiting the soldier at the base hospital Monday afternoon. “It was unbelievable.” 


The Rev. McCabe had served for 30 years as a priest in the Boston archdiocese, including 
10 years at St. Mary of the Assumption in Hull, before becoming an active-duty military 
chaplain 12 years ago. He had been in the Army Reserve since the 1970s. 


The Rev. McCabe had finished the day’s noon Mass on Thursday when 10 minutes later 
an alert sent the entire base chaplain team to the hospital. One of his first duties was to 
anoint Lt. Col. Juanita Warman, who had just died in the emergency room. 


Now, four decades after he preached his ordination sermon at his home parish, St. 
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Agatha’s in Milton, the Rev. McCabe is taking a lead role in the care and counseling for 
hundreds and perhaps thousands of service members after the deadliest shooting ever on 
an American military base. 


“We're back on the job,” he said. “The mission continues, but we’ve got some work to do.” 


That spiritual work will include visiting the families of the four Catholic service members 
who were killed. He planned to sit with them during today’s memorial service, which 
President Obama will attend. 


Now in his 60s, the Rev. McCabe arrived at Fort Hood only two months ago. He said the 
past four days have been his most exhausting as a pastor or chaplain. 


He was tending to the dead and wounded until 3 a.m. the day after the shooting. He was 
so hoarse that he couldn’t speak at the regular Friday Mass. 


Even so, he said he’s in good shape, physically and emotionally. 


“The whole (Fort Hood) team is pulling together,” he said. “It’s not like you’re doing it 
by yourself.” 


The Rev. McCabe said he saw that spirit from the earliest moments of the shooting. 


“The hospital staff and others were giving compassion to the wounded,” he said. “At the 
crime scene, civilians with no weapons were putting their lives in danger to save others. 
It showed me that love is far more powerful and abundant than violence.” 


Father McCabe is getting enough media time that he should be charging scale for an 
interview. He has been on Fox25, the BBC, the Canadian Broadcasting Company, in the 
Boston Globe and the Patriot Ledger. Word is he is negotiating with COL Bob Sheridan 
for Sheridan to become his agent. No Bob, we can’t have a new reality show Smack 
Down Ministries! Film at eleven!

HAPPY BITHDAY TO THE NATIONAL GUARD 
Happy 373" Birthday to the National Guard! The National Guard was born here 
at Boston on 13 December 1636 in the Great and General Court of Massachusetts 
Bay Colony. The Court passed an Act that authorized formation of three regiments 
from the militias units in 14 towns of the colony. This was the first time that militia 
units, considered essential for the defense of a colony were formed into regiments in 
the New World. To the best of our knowledge, the First Muster of the National Guard 
was conducted by the East Regiment at Salem early in 1637. The East Regiment was 
commanded by Colonel John Endicott, Lieutenant Colonel John Winthrop, Jr. and Muster 
Master Captain Traske. The Muster Master was the full time employee of the regiment. It 
should be noted that Captain John Underhill, the Muster Master of the South Regiment, 
was one of the original members of the Military Company of the Massachusetts. 
The lineage of the East Regiment passes to this day to the 101* Engineer Battalion, 
MAARNG currently deployed to Iraq. Over the centuries, members of our Company 
have been well represented in the companies, battalions, regiments and other formations 
of the Massachusetts National Guard. Our histories are unquestionably intertwined. 


In a flight of whimsy we wonder if yours truly might be considered the Muster Master of 
the Ancients? We’ll have to submit that to BG Len Kondratiuk for consideration. 


A Message from Gary A. Pappas, Brigadier General, USA (Ret) Chairman of the 
Military Support Committee: 


This information is going out to military veterans’ organizations all over the 
country. Military impostors, beware: A Web site has been launched to root out 
fraudulent veterans and fakers in fatigues. 


ReportStolenValor.org aims to expose people who fabricate or embellish military 
accomplishments by making it easier to report suspected Stolen Valor Act offenders to 
federal authorities and local media outlets. AMVETS, an organization representing more 
than 250,000 veterans, will unveil the site Friday. 
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“As a veteran myself, it’s deeply offensive when someone claims to have served in 
uniform when they have not,” said Jay Agg, AMVET’s national communication director. 
“Tt’s just fundamentally wrong and an affront to all veterans.” 


The Web site will also feature a link to the Military Times Hall of Valor, a comprehensive 
database of more than 26,000 military awards for valor searchable by service member, 
award and conflict. 


The Stolen Valor Act, signed into law by President George W. Bush in December 2006, 
amended the provisions of previous laws concerning unauthorized usage, manufacture or 
sale of military decorations and medals. A violation of the law is a federal misdemeanor 
punishable by up toa year in prison and a $150,000 fine. 


“What we’re doing is creating awareness of this crime.” Agg said. “We think itll bea 
very good deterrent for those contemplating stealing the valor of others.” Aside from 
violating federal law, Agg said, the “real harm” when someone impersonates a veteran 
is the lasting effect on how the public views former and current service members. “It 
creates a shadow of doubt, it casts suspicion on them,” he said. “It automatically puts 
members of the public on high alert for stolen valor, so every veteran is looked at more 
critically when they go out in public. Impersonators could also rob genuine veterans 

of sought-after speaking engagements and cost American taxpayers large amounts of 
money if the individual seeks assistance from federal programs. “When the phonies are 
given speaking engagements, those are opportunities that could be going to a real veteran 
who earned those awards,” Agg said. “In some cases, they’re trying to defraud the U.S. 
Department of Veterans Affairs and the government out of benefits that should be going 
to other veterans.” 


The new Web site also provides links to reports of six individuals accused of falsifying, 
embellishing or altogether fabricating their military histories, including Richard 

Glen Strandlof, the first person to be charged in Colorado under the Stolen Valor Act. 
Strandlof, 32, will reportedly be released to a halfway house pending an upcoming trial 
on charges that he made bogus claims about being a decorated veteran. Strandlof pleaded 
not guilty last month, the Denver Post reported. He will remain in federal custody until 
Dec. 15, when a bed is expected to become available at a local halfway house. 


Darrell Foxworth, a spokesman for the agency’s San Diego office, told FoxNews.com 
that federal officials are aware of allegations pertaining to another impostor who posed 
as a two-star Marine general at a Veterans of Foreign Wars celebration last month in 
Ramona, Calif. Foxworth declined to confirm or deny an investigation into the alleged 
impostor, David Weber, who offered no explanation to the Marine Corps Times as to why 
he misrepresented himself as a retired general officer. “I, mentally, was in bad shape,” 
Weber told the paper. 


Agg said he hopes the new Web site gives potential poseurs some pause when 
considering the “extraordinarily distasteful” act of faking a military background. “It 
really puts them on notice that major veteran groups are aware of this problem and are 
doing something about it,” he said. “It’s an issue of great interest, not just to the military 
community, but to the public at large.” 


Those of us who are veterans are in a better position than the general public to identify 
an individual who may be wearing awards and decorations he or she may not be entitled 
to. Sometimes the offense is an honest error, but the Act is really aimed at those who 
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are trying to perpetrate a fraud or live a fantasy. Most of us are embarrassed to call the 
question. Now there is a mechanism to report suspected violations of the act. We have 
been at war these past eight years and the public is generally positive about veterans. We 
really don’t want to allow behavior that will adversely affect that good will. 


Remember Pearl Harbor: LT Frank Magaletta represented the Company at the 
City of Boston’s annual Pearl Harbor commemoration ceremonies this past Sunday. As 
always, the Company was given a place of honor on the stage. Several other members 
were present including CDR Robert Gillen and SGT Chuck Fazio, representing his 
American Legion Post. LT John McCauley was in to open the Armory for the post 
ceremony collation. 


The Company was well represented at the annual Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony 
aboard U.S.S. Constitution Sunday immediately following the evening gun. Present were 
MG Joseph C. Carter, BG Emery Maddocks, CDR Robert Gillen and CPT Albert 
Mundo. 


Monday evening the Normandy Sergeants hosted the 2009 Toys-For-Tots Christmas 
Party. Wow, what a success the evening was. We collected hundreds of toys for the 
USMC Reserve toy drive and a great amount of hats, gloves, socks and warm shirts for 
the New England Center for Homeless Veterans. Thanks to everyone for the incredible 
generosity.

An anonymous contribution from the AHAC “Motor Pool”: 
Here are some helpful hints that could make your winters easier to deal with:

Full time Units in the Massachusetts National Guard 
Historical Spotlight

By the nature of its mission, the 
Massachusetts National Guard is 

a part-time military force unless, 

of course, it is called into Federal 
or state service. However, in the 
history of the Massachusetts Militia/National Guard, there have been full time units 

by necessity. The first full time unit was the Castle Island Garrison assigned to the 
fortification often called Castle William now part of South Boston. The defenses had been 
first built by the militia in 1634 to guard the entrance to Boston Harbor. 


The Commonwealth decided to organize an artillery company in 1791 to man the 
batteries as a defensive measure against enemy ships. The garrison consisted of three 
officers, a chaplain and 60 enlisted soldiers. The company was also given the additional 
duties of operating the state prison and conducting health inspections of incoming ships. 
On 2 October 1798 the Castle Island Garrison was disbanded when Castle Island was 
transferred to the War Dept. 


The second fulltime unit was designated as the Flying Column, Massachusetts State 
Guard. Since the entire National Guard was in Federal service during World War Il, 
the Adjutant General decided that he needed a quick reaction force that consisted of a 
fulltime platoon of State Guardsmen which was organized in September 1943. 


The mission of the flying column was to assist local police during strikes, riots, natural 
disasters and to repel enemy submarine landings. The unit was stationed at the old 
Cambridge Armory where the State Guardsmen were required to live and train. The 
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Flying Column was disbanded in September 1945. 


The next call for full time units came in 1955 when the Massachusetts National Guard 
stood up the 704" and 772nd Antiaircraft Artillery Battalions with the mission of 
operating eight fulltime gun sites. Each gun site consisted of a radar and four 90mm guns 
manned by 15 fulltime soldiers augmented by M-Day personnel 24 hours a day. The 
mission was to shoot down enemy bombers. This was one of the Guard’s most important 
missions during the Cold War. 


The 90mm guns gave way to the Nike Ajax and Hercules missiles. The On-Site Air 
Defense Program stood down in 1974. 


In the mid-1990s, the Department of Defense saw a need for specially-trained National 
Guard units to work with civil authorities in incidents involving suspected weapons of 
mass destruction. 


The 1* Military Support Detachment was constituted on | October 1998 at Natick; in 
2000 it was re-designated as the 1“ Civil Support Team. The team consists of 22 full time 
Army and Air personnel. The 1* CST, a highly-trained unit, is on-call 24 hours a day. 


While the enemy threat has changed over the past 200 years; full time Massachusetts 
National Guard units have stood ready to protect the Commonwealth and its citizens just 
as it has been doing since 1636.

Agent Orange issues strike a little closer to home. 


Those of us who served in Vietnam are generally aware of the lingering health issues 
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associated with Agent Orange, to wit certain soft tissue cancers, Type II diabetes and 
birth defects in the next generation. Unfortunately many members of the National Guard 
who trained at Canadian Forces Base Gagetown, New Brunswick in the late 1980’s 
may now are also invited to the party. A recent story in the Patriot Ledger disclosed that 
Agent Orange and other carcinogenic defoliants were used in significant quantities at 
Gagetown over the years. The effects may be manifesting themselves among the hundreds 
of thousands of Canadian, U.S. and British troops who trained at Gagetown in the 1960’s, 
70’s and 80’s. It would be prudent to check with the Veterans’ Administration to learn 
what conditions are presumed Agent Orange related and take appropriate steps from there.

For military professionals: Dr. Peter Lou was kind enough to send us an article from 
the February 2010 issue of Proceedings, the publication of the U.S. Naval Institute, 
entitles “Too Busy to Learn” by retired Army Major General Robert H. Scales, former 
Commandant of the U.S. Army War College. In his piece Scales uses a comparison to the 
post-Napoleonic War British Army, engaged in numerous colonial wars and the current 
United States Army. The Victorian British Army favored action over learning; the physical 
achievement over the intellectual and paid the price in blood on the green fields of France 
in 1914. Scales argues that the same syndrome is creeping into Army personnel doctrine as 
our military is just “too busy to learn” with numerous deployments to our own small wars. 


Scales in no way denies the importance of field combat experience, especially for 
younger officers, as they grow in the profession of war. He does, however, argue that 
there is great need for intellectual development parallel with the development of practical 
troop leading skills. He points out the history of success by senior officers both well 
educated and also experienced with extensive teaching assignments at the intermediate 
and senior service colleges. Scales argues for rigorous selection for senior service schools 
and civilian graduate schools coupled with academic fitness reports on a par with field 
efficiency reports. Among his recommendations are the requirement for foreign language 
proficiency, verified by rigorous examination for promotion to Lieutenant Colonel/ 
Commander and that no officer will be promoted to flag rank without first serving a two- 
year tour as an instructor at a service school. He also calls for the halt to the insidious 
creep of civilian contractors into the arena of professional military education, excepting 
seasoned veterans of the State Department and the highest levels of government. He also 
calls for increased emphasis on advanced degrees in history, social and human science. 


Somewhere General George C. Marshall is smiling at this. For those of us who love and 
honor the profession of arms this call for a culture of “warrior-poets” to resurrect a term 
from antiquity is a welcome breath of fresh air. It will require the efforts of Congress 
and the highest ranks of the services to convince the personnel wonks that intellectual 
prowess must be valued on an equal footing with tactical prowess if we are to grow the 
next generations of senior, joint-force leaders. We must never, ever fall into the trap of 
being “too busy to learn” or soldiers will pay the price in blood as they always do when 
the leadership fails them.

We regret to inform the Company of the death in combat in Afghanistan of one of our 
Massachusetts National Guard soldiers. SGT Robert Barrett aged 20 years, serving 
with A Battery, 101* Field Artillery Regiment was killed in action on or about 20 April. 
Barrett was a native of Fall River. He leaves a three year old son. BG Thomas Sellars 
MA ARNG Commander informs us that all details of the funeral arrangements will 

be published when they are finalized. Quite a few of our members are veterans of the 
101* Field Artillery, several have commanded it that historic organization so we felt the 
Company should be made aware of this loss. Our understanding is that eight additional 
soldiers were wounded in this action, but we do not have details. 


Captain Commanding MAJ Michael W. Downing launches fund drive 


At he 20 April meeting, the Captain Commanding announced that he was organizing a 
fund drive within the Company for the Massachusetts National Guard Family Support 
Groups. There is an on-going deployment of Massachusetts National Guard personnel in 
numbers not seen since WW II.

can collectively make a difference for our own Massachusetts families whose loved ones 
are serving overseas. He has led off with a personal donation of $1000. Any amount 
members choose to donate will be appreciated.
